The sentiment of the beautiful 
text (from Scheffers Avcntiure) has re¬ 
ceived very melodlus treatment and the 
iustumenta'ion is skilful, The choral part 
by Hiebers 2nd uud 3d classes) was well 
sustained, ami very effective was the ren¬ 
dering of "Seiuplternl Fun. Amoris” by an 
invisible choir of women with organ ac- 
cmupAtiiiiicnt. The oomuoser received 
hearty applause for his meritorious work." 
Referring to uuothcr number on the pro¬ 
gram. Raffsch’a cello concerts in D Hat by 
a puoil ot Werner, the paper says; "Mr. 
Goodrich conducted the difficult concerts 
with precision and self possession.”

Electricity ou tile Circuit.

If the report is true that electricity is 
to be used on the circuit liue of the Bos¬ 
ton & Albany railroad, because its suc¬ 
cess has been sufficiently shown at Nan- 
tasket and at Baltimore, it is a report 
that will be heartily encouraged. The 
substitution of the silent electrio current 
for noisy steam power will be a boon of 
great importance. Oue difficulty in the 
exchange and improvement of real es¬ 
tate near the location of steam railroads 
has been the noise aud the smoke from 
the passing locomotives. These have in¬ 
fluenced the town authorities iu the 
selection of schoolhoiiHe sites. If elec¬ 
tricity can be substituted for steam ou 
the circuit trains, and a lighter equip¬ 
ment, with more frequent service, be 
furnished, the effect ou all concerned 
will be most beneficial. It is hoped aud 
expected that the Boston & Albany rail¬ 
road will receive strong eucouragoment 
from every source to make this import¬ 
ant change as soon us practicable.

Scandinavian Wood Pulp. 

The amount of wood pulp now pro¬ 
duced in Scandinavia is reported to be 
enormous, and besides tho many wood 
pulp mills there ore a large number of 
native cellulose and sulphite works, the 
former supplying more than one-half the 
wood pulp production. Next to these 
come the sulphite mills, the wood pulp 
mills exporting barely half their pro¬ 
duction, or considerably less in quantity 
than the sulphite and cellulose. Almost 
all the paper exported from Sweden is 
said to be mudo from wood pulp. A re¬ 
cently published account of this industry 
show a total of some 96 establishments, 
and for 56 of these the aggregate power, 
usually water, is reported to equal about 
13,000 horsopower. The most important 
of these are thus enumerated: Those of 
Onion, Trulhatton, 2,450 horsepower, 
with 24 horizontal and 2 vertical mills; 
that of Munkidal, Uddovalia, 1,250 
horsepower, with 10 horizontal and 1 
vertical mill, and Tossefors, Ottebal,900 
horsepower, with 17 horizontal mills. 
There are 12 patron celluloso works and 
17 sulphite establishments.—New York 
Sun. ^ _ 

Wlmfc Makes Niagara FalIn' Power? 

What makes Niagara falls’ power pos¬ 
sible is the fact that Lake Superior, 
Lako Michigan, Luke Huron and Lako 
Erie, with a combined area of 90,000 
squure miles, representing the reservoirs 
of some 250,000 square miles of water¬ 
shed, are situated 600 foot above the sea 
level. Tho great volume of water fall¬ 
ing over the vast territory flows on its 
natural course to the Atlantic ocean 
with but u slight descent, until it is 
brought into the narrow Niuguru river, 
when, in the rapids just above tho fulls, 
it declines 65 feet and then, with u sin¬ 
gle plunge, drops into the abyss, 166 feet 
below.

HOW BEADS ARE MADE. 


One of the Oldmt nml Most lnUmitlnf of 
the Minor Art*. 

Chinese are tho oldest bendmnkors in 
the world. They hnvo made beads so 
long that even their historians do not 
montion n time when tho industry wns 
not ancient. And the Chinese today do 
the work jnst as their forefathers did, 
and tho styles are exactly tho same. 

After the Chinese no people aro so ex¬ 
pert ns the Venetians. At present there 
are more than 1,000 workmen in the is¬ 
land of Murano alone who nro engaged 
in beadmaking. Tho few manufacturers 
in other parts of tho world have all 
learned the secret of the craft in Venice. 
For beadmaking there must be a rope 
walk connected with the glass factory. 
A rope walk is a narrow, straight gal¬ 
lery 150 feet long and so situated that 
tho middlo is not far from tho furnaces 
in which the glass is melted. Tho first 
process is tho making of ordinary tubes 
like those used in almost every drug 
store. Two brawny workmen with bare, 
brown arms seize a huge wedge of the 
"metal,” ns the molten glass is called, 
between their blowpipes, niul after it 
Uns beeu blown hollow they gradually 
stretch it out into a long, swinging rope. 

When it has been reduced to the prop¬ 
er size for the heads nbout to be made, 
it is laid away to cool, after which a 
workman comes along and in a wonder¬ 
fully deft manner chips it into frag¬ 
ments of uniform size. Often for small 
beads theso aro not mnch larger than a 
grain of wheat, but so carefully is the 
work done that the little cylinders are 
rarely cracked or spoiled. 

Tho pieces are now picked up by boys 
and placed in a tub with sand and ashes 
and stirred up carefully. In this way 
tho holes in the embryo beads are stuffed 
full, thus preventing the danger of the 
sides flattening together when heat is- 
applied. They are next placed in a skil¬ 
let—just such a one as the housewife 
uses in frying eggs—and stirred over a 
very hot fire until the ragged edges 
where the pieces were broken from the 
tnbo are rounded, giving the bead a 
globular form. 

As soon as they are cool the ashes and 
sand are shaken out of them in a sieve, 
and then they are separated according 
to size by other sieves. They are taken 
next to a long table around which a 
wholo flock of boys and girls are sitting. 
If the glass is colored, as it often is, the 
piles of beads on the table suggest a 
rainbow, with every hue, from jet black, 
through red, green, yellow and blue, up 
to white. 

Each child has a needle and thread, 
und by long practice the beads are 
placed on strings with almost incon¬ 
ceivable swiftness. And the children 
keep an exact count, too, so that the 
manufacturer knows jnst how many 
beads ho is sending out. The thre;ids 
are tied into bundles und shipped to al¬ 
most every port where a vessel touches. 
—Chicago Record.

WASHINGTON STREET WIDENING, 


The hearing on the widening of Wash¬ 
ington street from the tuuuel to Centre 
street has stirred up all the old agita¬ 
tion, and judging from what is heard 
about the streets there will be a large 
crowd of reinoustrauts, who all desire 
more or less unreasonable things, and 
who do not seem to know that the hear¬ 
ing on the rest of Washington street was 
held several weeks ago and will hardly 
be reopened. 

It has been a matter of great difficulty 
to reach any agreement in regard to the 
street, so conflicting were the demands, 
but by adopting a conservative course 
that was approved of by the men who 
pay most of the taxes, the mayor aud 
board of aldermen have adopted a plau, 
aud so made this much-needed improve¬ 
ment possible. The street is to be 85 
feet wide except where it joins the Bos¬ 
ton <fe Albany, where it will be 75 feet, 
aB in such places no reservation will be 
needed for a sidewalk, the street rail¬ 
way tracks will be located next to the 
railroad, aud a roadway of some 48 feet 
will be left, which is wide enough for all 
kinds of traffic, aud wider than any of 
the so-called wide stieets in Boston, 
Washington street in Brightou has just 
been widened to give the West Eud room 
for two tracks, for its great number of 
cars runniug to Oak Square, but it has 
only been made 70 feet wide. 

As tor the street from the tunnel to 
Centre street, about which the hearing is 
to be given next Monday evening, the 
plan is to make the street S5 feet to Hall 
street, taking laud from the Sauth side; 
widen Hall street by takiug a strip off 
the bauk grounds, which will accommo¬ 
date all the traffic going to the railroad 
station, and take another strip on the 
north side of the bank grouuds, so as to 
make the street 00 feet wide between the 
Graphic office and the bank, which 
would give room for double tracks ana a 
fair roadway on each side. 

Some object that this is not wide 
enough, and the more enthusiastic of 
them want the bauk grounds wiped out 
entirely and a barren space left there, 
which would hardly be ornamental or 
attractive. They talk about the great 
amount of travel which will be obliged 
to go through this narrow strip, aud lay 
great stress on the travel from Water- 
town. But, as a matter of fact, travel 
from Watertown is and will be iusiguifl- 
cant, as Watertown street is a shorter 
cut, and a safer aud more pleasant 
thoroughfare, aud most of the Water- 
town travel goes by this route. The 
travel over this narrow strip is not large, 
as we know from a careful observation 
extending over the seveu years the 
Graphic office has been located at this 
place. The Bostou tiavel goes down 
Church to Tremont street, the teams go- 
iug to the railroad station go down Iiall 
street, and when Centre street place is 
extended to Washington street, most ot 
it will go by that route. These consid¬ 
erations have led the board of aldermen 
to adopt the preseiit plau, and also the 
saving in expense, which will be consid¬ 
erable. If the expeuse is largely in¬ 
creased, there is daugcr that the whole 
scheme may fall through, as it is well- 
known that the representatives on the 
South side of the city are not exactly 
enthusiastic about spending so much 
money ou Washington street, though 
they are willing to vote for a reasonable 
arnouut, as they tecoguize the necessity 
of doing something. 

Besides, if it is touud that public con¬ 
venience demands at auy time iu the 
future that the whole of the bauk 
grouuds shall be thrown iuto the street, 
there is nothing to preveut that heiug 
done at auy time. There is uo necessity 
for doiug that now, us the main point to 
be reached now is to have the wideuiug 
of the whole street settled upon uud the 
work beguu. There are obstacles 
enough iu the way, without raising up 
auy that can just as well be deierred to 
some indefinite future time. At the 
best, the work is to be a very expensive 
oue, even if it is doue as economically as 
is consistent with doiug it with a proper 
regard for the future growth of the city.

Onk of the assessors states that the 
figures given of inequalities of laxaliou j 
relate mostly to cases that have been 
collected by the board. It is natural 
that iu a ward that has berm built up > 
uud settled for a number of years, the 
valuation should be lined at about the 
selling price, uud this is the case iu 
Wards Oue aud Seven. *•», othei ward*-, 
and especially iu Ward Six, the improve 
rueuts made iu reoeut years have caused 


a radical rise in valuos, and land might 
bo taxed one year at 5 cents a foot and 
another at 15, and tlio change would only 
represent the change in the value of the 
laud. The assessors me, without doubt, 
doing their best, and exercising a good 
deal of care to place a fair valuation 
e »ch year upon real estate, and this en¬ 
tails a vast amount of labor in wards 
where vacant land is being taken up and 
built upou. Whoro land is fully devel¬ 
oped, there is of course very little change 
from year to year. The uow boulevard, 
for iostanoe, has added an immense 
amount to the labors of the assessors, as 
it has upset all the old values, all through 
that section of the city. 

The attempt to get up a hot weather 
sensation over a third term for Presi¬ 
dent Cleveland appears to have boen a 
dismal failure. Some of the more indis¬ 
creet opposition papers devoted a great 
deal of space to a rather hysterical de¬ 
nunciation of the President for his al¬ 
leged desire for a third term, aud must 
now feel rather silly to lind that the 
President has never bad any such desire, 
does not waut a third term, and would 
not take a renomination if offered to him. 
Ho evidently appreciates the fact that it 
has become one of the unwritten laws of 
the republic, that no man shall serve 
more than two terms in this high office, 
n;> matter how well ho may discharge its 
duties, and that the example sot by 
Washington is the one to follow. The 
admirers of President Cleveland also 
reoognize this, aud will devote their en¬ 
ergies to some live issue, Thore are 
plenty of candidates in both parties, aud 
the best service the party organ can do 
the country is to And out the sentiments 
of each oneon^the silver and other im¬ 
portant issues of the day. They might 
get up an exploring expedition to the 
woods where most of them are hiding.

BERKSHIRE PEOPLE. 

Tlie Spiritual taml Intellectual Forres Aw 
Strong Among Them. 

And this region, so favored by na¬ 
ture, owes much of its character and in¬ 
terest to its history ns well. Settled lat¬ 
er than the seacoast, the western part 
of the state was in its beginnings made 
up of more varied elements than tho 
eastern. From the valley of tho Connect¬ 
icut colonists pnHlied through tho moun¬ 
tain gaps into that- of the Housatonio; 
tho hills attracted settlers from tho flat 
and sandy lands of Capo Cod, while the 
Dutch from Now York liuvo loft in 
namo and character their impress upon 
"the Berkshiro people of today. Spiritual 
and intellectual forces wore largely 
prominent in the laying of its founda¬ 
tions, and such forces have contributed 
and continued tlieir influences ever 
since. 

Missionary zeal, represented by such 
names as Eliot aud Sargeant, founded 
Stockbridgo. Jonathan Edwards hero 
spent the years which represented tlie 
primo and fullness of his powers. 
Ephraim Williams, the fighter in tho 
French and Indian war, dying on the 
battlefield, loft his fortnno to plant and 
endow tlie collego which bears his namo. 
Mark Hopkins, Berkshiro born and 
bred, another Arnold of Rugby, set his 
stamp upou a whole generation; 
throughout its history soldiers, saints 
and scholars have both represented and 
impressed its life. Tho reasonings of 
Jonathan Edwards, which for good and 
evil have had so great an influence up¬ 
ou theological thought, found tlieir most 
powerful expression in his treatise on 
tlio will, which was written while lio 
lived in Stockbridge. Lenox heard the 
last public utterances of Channing; his 
successor, Orville Dewey, born 100 years 
ago (1794) at Sheffield, long made that 
place his homo, and there, too, wore 
born the two Barnards, one tho presi¬ 
dent of Columbia collego, tlie otlior the 
soldier scholar of our civil war. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes lived for years at 
Pittsfield. Catharine Maria Sedgwick 
drew aronnd hor at Stockbridge and 
Lenox a distinguished circle of tho best 
literary society of our own country and 
many cultivated wanderers from the old 
world. Fanny Kemble here made for 
years her home. Longfellow, Lowoll, 
Hawtlioruo, Herman Melville, Beecher, 
G. P. R. James, George William Cur¬ 
tis, Matthew Arnold and others lingered 
among and loved the bennty of these 
hills, where plain living aud high think¬ 
ing have found uoblo expression iu the 
past aud wliero here aud tlioro they 
still survive, spite of the inflowing tide 
of wealth and luxury that floods tho 
Berkshiro of today.—Arthur Lawreuco 
in Century. ^ 

Trees That Di« When Men Live Near Them. 

The deaths of nearly all tho pine 
trees iu Asbury Park give rise to an in¬ 
teresting question as to whether or not 
it is truo that this tree is so wild hy na¬ 
ture that it will not endure domestica¬ 
tion. It is the breed of pine that grows 
iu the sand close to the seashoro of 
which this seems to be true. Aslmry 
Park is built upou a former sea beach 
extending three miles inland to tho edge 
of the great forest that reaches from Ea- 
tontown, back of Long Branch, to Cape 
May. This forest is called “The Pines,” 
because of tlie preponderance of pine 
trees iu it, the othe’ 4 p»ees that are plen¬ 
tiful there being mainly oaks of four 
varieties, with a few magnolias, tulips, 
sassafras and hickory trees aud hollies 
aud laurels. 

The pines still flourish iu the woods 
behind Asbury Park, hut iu tho town a 
large fraction of the few that remain 
are sickly and dying. Thousands have 
died and been cut down since tho tree 
embowered town was built in the woods 
a quarter of a century ago. Tlie vil¬ 
lagers say they die because it kills them 
to have human beings walk beside them. 
They say that even in the forest tho 
pines that stand beside tho footpaths are 
tho first to die. Others credit their de¬ 
struction iu tlie village to the shaking 
of tlio earth hy tho heavy trolley ears 
and strain railway trains, aud still oth¬ 
ers declare that manuring, watering 
aud topsoiliug the sandy ground is what 
has done tlie damage. The truth is yet 
to be determined, but certain it is that 
they are dying fast, mid that already 
Asbury Park lias lost most of its noblest 
ornaments.—Ne\v York Sun.

WHITTIER’S BOYHOOD. 

The Quaker 1’oet Had lint Sr.»nt Instruc¬ 
tion In His Youth. 

In his boyhood Whittier had scant in- 
ttruction, for the district school was 
Dpeu only a few weeks in winter. He 
and but few books; there were scarcely 
BO in the house. The one book he read 
ind read again until he had it by heart 
Almost was the Bible, and the Bible was 
always the book which exerted the 
strongest literary influence upon him. 
fiut when he was 14 a teacher came 
tvlio lent him books of travel and opened 
k uew world to him. It was this teach¬ 
er who brought to the Whittiers one 
evening a volume of Burns and read 
alond some of the poems, after explain¬ 
ing the Scottish dialect 

Whittier begged to borrow the book, 
which was almost the first poetry he 
had ever read. It was this volume of 
Bnms which set Whittier to making 
verses himself, serving both ns the in¬ 
spiration and the model of his earlier 
poetic efforts. The Scottish poet, with 
his homely pictures of a life as bare aud 
os hardy as that of New England then, 
first revealed to the American poet what 
poetry really was and how it might be 
made out of tho actual facts of his own 
life. 

Thnt book of Burns’ poems had an 
aveu stronger influence oil Whittier than 
the odd volume of The Spectator which 
fell into the hands of Franklin had ou 
the American author whose boyhood is 
mast like Whittier’s. Franklin also was 
horn in a humble aud hardworking fam¬ 
ily, doing early his share of the labor 
uud having but a meager education, al¬ 
though always longing for learning. It 
is true that Irving and Cooper aud Bry¬ 
ant did not graduate from college, tint 
they could have dou^go had they perse¬ 
vered, and Emerson aud ^Longfellow 
and Hawthorne did get as much of the 
higher education as was then possible 
iu America. But neither Franklin nor 
Whittier ever had the chance: it was as 
much as they could do to pick up the 
merest elements of an education.—Pro¬ 
fessor Blander Matthews in St. Niclio 
las.

Home,” “Watermelon Spoiling Dowu at 
JohuHon’B,” aud “Stand ou tho Walls 
of Zion.” Of course, it ia possible to 
hear the sougs in the North by white 

E eople aud Northern uegroes, but to 
our them really suug, you muat attend 
a performance of “Black America.” 
Without much doubt, the most remark¬ 
able thiug about the eutertaiumeut is 
the ohorus dancing of 60 negroes, which 
occurs toward the eud of the program. 
Theae negroes danco the buck dance. 
Everybody knows that the buok dance 
is danced with heelless, heavy shoes, 
aud is a great phvsioal strain on those 
who execute it. There has beeu so-oallod 
chorus duuotug before, but uever of this 
character. The dance is presented by 
these men who stand ou the edge of the 
wharf, facing outwurd. Ail is quiet, then 
at a given signal, without music, baud 
clapping or accompuuimeut of auy sort 
whatever, these uegroes start iu uud 
dunce. They aooentuate the rvtbmio 
notes of the dauoe with such uhsolute 
precision, that it is impossible to hear 
one shoe evea a fraction of a second be- 
liiud auother. lu this peculiar way 
they bring out the rylhtn uud motive of 
a dance which the spectator tiuds him¬ 
self uuoousciouslv whistling. This 
dunce bus produced the most uproarious 
applause ut every performance. This is 
atypical feature of the eutertaiumeut; 
it represents what the whole speotaole 
stauds for, simply a uatural, common¬ 
place, every-day photograph of Southern 
life iu the old days before the rnbelliou, 
“Black America” will be preseuted every

Property owners 00 the north side of 
Newton aud, in fact, ail those who are 
interested in tbe development and im¬ 
provement of tbe city, experienced a 
feeling of relief Tuesday, when it was 
announced that all tbe details of tbe 
widening of Washington street had been 
settled by tbe City Council. This matter 
has been agitated for years, and bad pre¬ 
sented so many difficulties in tbe way of 
its successful accomplishment, that 
those most interested had become almost 
skeptical of tbe ultimate widening of tbe 
street. Everything is now ready for tbe 
j beginning of tbe actual work with pick 
, and shove). 

Tbe plan as adopted provides for a 
1 street of a minimum width of seventy- 
! five feet from Germain street, West 
Newtou, to the corner of Hall stree, 
Newton, a distance of two miles. At 
points the street will be made nearly 
ninety fret wide, and at other points 
there will be constructed on the souther¬ 
ly side of the street a broad grassed park 
space. Tbe street is now the main thor¬ 
oughfare of tbe city and is altogether in¬ 
adequate to accommodate the heavy traf¬ 
fic that passes over it. It parallels tbe 
railroad track for more than two miles, 
and the widening will be carried through 
in connection with tbe depression of tbe 
Albany railroad tracks, authorized by 
tbe Legislature. A large amount of real 
estate in Newton, Newtonville and West 
Newtou will be affected. Tbe amount 
of land damages which the city will be 
obliged to settle is estimated at $386,000. 

From tbe Houghton estate opposite 
Germain street land will be taken ou the 
south side to Greenwood avenue, when 
north side land will be seized to Parsons 
street. There all the land betweeu the 
railroad track aDd the street will be 
seized to Harvard street, and also a strip 
on the north side from Walker to Lowell 
street. From Harvard street land will 
be taken ou the north side to Crafts 
street when tbe division goes to the 
south side again and the Boston Jc Al¬ 
bany freight yards, the coal yards 
will be taken and other land on tbe north 
side will be taken from the Jack- 
son. Fiaonagau, Spear, Soule and Pink- 
barn estates to beyoDd Church street, 
where the south side will again give 
euough room tor tbe street wiaeuingand 
all the land is seized vis far as tbe tunnel. 
From this poiut tbe street will be made 
85 feet wide to Hail street leaving a strip 
which will be valuable for business pur¬ 
poses. 

At Hall street an effort has been made 
to preserve tbe Newton National Bank 
building, which occupies the ceutre of 
tbe square betweeu Centre, Hall and 
Washington streets. At this point 
Washington street will he made but six¬ 
ty feet wide aud Hail stree', which runs 
parallel, will be forty feet in width. 
Here it is proposed that 'be electric car 
; tracks shall make a circuit ot ibr- oauk, 
avoiding a double rail on each ot the 
narrow streets. 

The laud seized by the city betweeu 
tbe street aud tbe tracks will in part be 
resold to the railroad compauy under tbe 
1 authority granted oy tbe last Legisla- 
; ture. The agreement betweeu tbe city 
' aud the railroad provides that 
whatever laud is needed by tbe railroad 
in tbe separation 01 grades, beyond its 
present locattou. shall be purchased of 
: the city at its present valuation. A strip, 

1 at least uineleeu feet wide, tor a sloping 
gras* embinkmeut, will be required 
through nearly tbe entire distance, ex¬ 
cept iu the immediate viciuity ot the 
squates. where masonry walls will be 
! constructed. This plan is adopted in 
tne interests of beauty aud ecouomy, aud 
in order that the city may be disfigured 
as little as possible by the rai r.-ad 
tracks These slopiug bauks wilt be 
beautined aud improved, and will be 
made a part of tu^ grassed edgiugs of 
tbe street, nuking the opeu space, iu 
places, fully oue huudred aua twenty- 
five feet iu width. 

Tbe electric car tracks will be takeu 
from tbe roudway. and put ou the grass 
edging ou the southerly side. 

The street will have but oue side, the 
other abutting ou tbe railroad tiacks. 
On the northern side the sidewalks will 
be twelve ieet iu width aud ou the 
southern side a side wa k lour feet wide 
will be constructed *0 accommodate 
railway passengers. Wbeu completed 
, the street will be oue ot the tiuest 
’ thoroughfares in the stale, and will be 
the most importont improvement ever 
uudei taken by the city. 

I The cost has uot yet be* u defiuitely 
settled, as tbe amouut ot real estate re¬ 
quired by the railroad is uot yet kuowu. 
but .111 is*ue ot $300 000 worth ot builds 
lias beeu authorized to provide fuuds 
for the wmk, aud the highway commit¬ 
tee has been lustrucltd t*> proceed uuder 
au uppiopilation of $52,500. Notice to 
prouerty owujns aloug (he hue to vacate 
iu 30 days ha* beeu giveu. aud active 
woik will begiu as soon as ,the details 
have been settled. The Albany tracks 
will be temporarily telocated to tbe 
south, while the depression of the prea- 
! eut roadbed is iu progitss, and tbe 
widening of the street will accommodate 
; itself to tbe uecessitn a of ihe road, 

The tola*, cost to tbe citv of th«se two 
iiupioveiueuts will be at ou:,$8U0,000. aud 
they will be carried through together, 
the real work of lelaviug tbe hues of 
Watdiiuglou sheet being somewhat de¬ 
layed by tbe more importuut project. 

Several uew streets will be laid out 
across the railroad tracks iu couuectiou 
with the dcpiessiou. which will extend 
over a distance ot tume than four miles, 
aud tbe grade* ot several streets wiki be 
raised slightly iu older to cairv them 
over the depressed tiacks. .Several ot 
tiie stations will be changed, aud piob- 
ably a uew statiou will be erected at 
! Newtou. Seveial curves on tbe road will 
be slraigbteued.

Both branches of the city council were 
in session Monday night. In the board 
of aldermen all the members were pres¬ 
ent. The chamber was crowded with 
spectators, attracted by the hearings on 
Washington, Elm and Watertown 
streets. 

The first business was the hoaring on 
the widening of Washington street, from 
the Chanmog tunnel to Centro street. 
The mayor explained that the street was 
to be made S5 feet wide to Hall street, 
the land to come from the south side, 
with the exception of some three feet 
for sidewalk widening from the north 
aide, that Hall street was to be widened 
by 11 feet, and some 1 *> feet taken from 
the bank grounds on the north side, 
which would make Washington street at 
that point 60 feet wide. It was proposed 
to do the work in such a way as to save 
the trees, and a circuit track could bo 
made around the bank, which would 
avoid the necessity for two tracks in 
this space. 

The only speakor in opposition was 
Mr. J. C. Ivy, who made an eloquent 
and lengthy plea agaiust the scheme,and 
advised taking the land from the south 
side, and making the street of its full 
width to Nonantum square. He said 
the plan was nut in the interests of the 
abuttors, nor of the city, and would cre¬ 
ate a public nuisauce, at that point. No 
intelligent man who owued tho property 
on both sides of the street would have 
gotten up such a scheme, which pro 
vided for the extinguishmentof so much 
property, and made the whole locality 
one-sided street, which was of but little 
value for business put-noses. The narrow 
place between the bank and the Graphic 
office would be like the neck of a jug,aud 
all the tiavel from Fiamiugham. Wal¬ 
tham and intervening places would have 
to go through the neck. The widening 
was really to be done in whit would 
prove the most expensive way possible, 
and as the property to be taken, such as 
a part of Cole’s block, aud French’s 
block, paid a high rate of income, and 
the city would get no benefit in return, 
by way of increased valuation, as would 
be the case were the laud for the 
widening taken from the north side. Mr 
Ivy presented figures to prove his state¬ 
ments. An effort ought to have been 
made to improve the property on both 
sides of the street, and the plan adopted 
was unjust both to the public and to the 
abuttors, aud would not meet the public 
necessity and convenience, and would 
result in constant blockades. Between 
6 a. m. and 0 p. m. on July 30, 0,143 foot 
passengers and 810 teams hao passed 
through this narrow neck, and tbetraffi 
is increasing ever year. Twelve years 
ago Newton had 1:1,000 inhabitants; uow 
It has 30,000. In twelve years more it is 
estimated that it will have 00,000. The 
north side widening would be cheaper iu 
the end and the increase in values would 
pay for it in three years, while by taking 
on the south side you simply wipe out 
proyerty. 

No other speaker appeared aud the 
hearing was then closed. 

An order was presented to take three 
feet on the north side from Hovey street 
easterly, in order to wideu the sidewalk 
and retain the handsome trees ou the 
edge of f he walk. 

Mr. Joseph Byers objected to the way 
the widening was to be done uear Lowell 
street and claimed that the Boston & 
Albany was getting land for both their 
slopes on the north side of the tracks 
aud thought an eight-foot wall | would 
be belter at this point as it would save 
so much laud and give a wider street. 

The mayor said that tho railroad paid 
for what land it took from the city. 

Alderman Plummer said the only way 
by which mauy people were induced 
favor depressed tracks was by the 
promise that there would be no high 
wall next to the tracks. 

Mr. Byers thought uo oue would ob¬ 
ject to a wall at this place as the trains 
weut so fast they would not notice it. 

Mr. J. T. Langford said he had talked 
with mauy people on this matter, aud 
there was the greatest opposition to au. 
embankment. Tho promise was that 
there should uot be over a three-foot 
wall, and a sloping bank, all through 
the city and the people would insist 
upou this. 

The heariug was then closed. 

ELM STREET WIDENING. 

A hearing was then giveu ou tho pro¬ 
posed Elm street wideuiug, which was 
to take laud from the east side, to a 
point beyond Webster street, aud then 
cross over and take some 15 feet from 
the west side. 

Mr. .1. H. Ntcketsou protested agaiust 
this, as he cou'd see uo real necessity for 
it, aud it would bring Him street directly 
under the windows of his house. The 
amount appropiiated, $5 SOO, would not 
begiu to be sufficient to do the work, as 
it would not cost less than $15,000. 

City Auditor Otis pro'esied iu hehalf 
of his wile, as it would be a serious in¬ 
jury to her house to take 15 feet from 
the lawn aud put it in the street. 

Mr. Lawrence Bond protested iu he¬ 
half of his fathei's estate, aud his aunt’s, 
as the cost would he excessive. The lino 
laid out went through his fathei’s 
house. He thought the plan to widen 
and extend Oak street was a much bet¬ 
ter and more economical one,as it would 
do but little damage to property and 
and would open up new luud. Most of 
the abuttors ou the street were opposed 
to the widening. 

Mr. Marcus Morton said the wideuiug 
could have been done a year ago at u 
much less cost, und the cost would iu- 
crease every year. The street was the 
outlet for all the travel that came from 
below, the oue sidewalk ou the street 
was narrow, aud especially ou Sundays 
the walk was so crowded that residents 
had to go in the gutter to get to their 
houses. He did uot wish laud laketi 
from his lot for the widening, but 
thought there should be a sidewalk of 
leasonable width ou the other side of 
the street. 

Mr. Lieuiy F. King seut a communica¬ 
tion protesting against the widening,and 
favoring the Oik street plan. 

Mr. Wheeler favored Oik street as it 
would give a direct thoroughfare to Wal¬ 
tham, aud the expense would lie less. 

The heariug was was IUmu closed, uud 
uo motion of Alderman IMummur, the 


Elm Rtreet widening was indefinitely 
postponed. 

WATERTOWN STREET WIDENING. 

The hearing on widening of Watertown 
street from Silver Lake to the Water- 
town Hue called out several remon¬ 
strants. W. F. Grace protested in be¬ 
half of his sister, who owned a lot of 
land there that would bo greatly dam 
aged by taking off 6 feet ns proposed, »s 
it would leave it very narrow. He could 
not see any necessity for widening the 
street. 

M. Mahoney protested, ns it would 
damage his property and compel him to 
move his buildings back. 

The mayor explained that it was neai- 
to straighten the line on the street, 
and no buildings would have to he 
moved. It would only npply to build¬ 
ings hereafter erected. 

Jeremiah Reardon protested against 
the city’s taking any more land fr >m 
him until they had paid for wnat. they 
had already taken, 

John Barry said the city took three 
feet off from his lot, when the street was 
widened before, nnd he had never re¬ 
ceived a cent tor it. Ho did not want 
more land taken in tho same way. 

IRVINO AND CHERRY STREETS. 

Irving street was accepted as a public 
highway. 

An order was passed for tho widening 
of Cherry street from Webster to River 
street, Messrs. Whittlesey, Florence aud 
N. T. Allen speakiug in favor of it, and 
uo one protesting. 

Ati order was passed for tho widening 
of Institution avenue from Beacon street 
t>» Braj’s block, also for the acceptance 
of Kimball terrace. 

POLES. 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
Company wero granted leave to use 13 
poles for the support of their wires ou 
H<»mer street. 

The N. E. Telephone Cotnpauy were 
granted leave to attach wires to cross 
arms on the Gas Company’s poles on 
Iligbl md and Temple streets. 

POLICE. 

The resignation of Officer John W. 
Conroy was accepted. 

Officers Charles T. Bartlett, Thomas 
C. Clay, and John Purcell were ap¬ 
pointed and confirmed as police ser¬ 
geants. 

These police officers were appoiuted: 
Peter J. McAleer, Walter C. Alleu. Fred 
E. Elwell, and Horace A. Bailey. 

The petition of Nellie C. Grace for 
license to put up a wooden building, 
corner of Watertown aud Chapel streets, 
was referied to the board by Inspector 
Elder, and refused, as it was against the 
ordinance. • 

MORE POLES. 

J. N. Kellar, for the Telephone Com 
pany asked for license to erect poles on 
High street aud Waltham street. A 
hearing was granted for Sept. 0 th. 

The Telephone Co. also asked for li¬ 
cense to run their wires underground 
aud construct conduits on Washington 
Otis, Hillside aud Alpine streets; a bear¬ 
ing was granted for Sept. 9. 

TURNER STREET. 

Residents of Turner street, which 
claims to be the narrowest street iu the 
city, protest!d against the telephone 
poles recently erected there. No oue on 
the street uses a telephone, the roadway 
is only 10 feet between the curbstones, 
and since the poles were erected it is im¬ 
possible for two teams to pass, aud the 
street is made daugerous, 

Laid ou the table to see if some amica¬ 
ble agreement could not be reached. 

RAILWAY CURVES.

The mayor read a protest* signed by 
about every resident of the Highlands, 
against the placing of Lhnt street railway 
turnout in the square. 

Alderman Bullard said that out of def¬ 
erence to the citizens of that place he 
would move that the order, reoonsidored 
but he must say that he thought no 
better solution of the problem could bo 
reached, and that the objections wero 
due to a misapprehension of the placo 
where the turnout was to be. Oue eud 
of it would be at least 400 feet from tie 
fountain in the squnre. 

A'Herman Degen seconded the motiou 
and it was reconsidered. 

Alderman White said ho did not under¬ 
stand that there was any objection to the 
turnout at Forest street andjtbat. it|would 
accommodate the Upper Falls people 
much better, as it would bring them 
right past the depot, to catch their 
trains. He had spoken to Mr. Pettoe, 
who had circulated the petition among 
the Upper Falls people aud he said he 
would be satisfied with the turnout ou 
Forest street. 

Alderman Bullard asked if there would 
be auy objection to a turnout up Hart¬ 
ford street, to which Alderman White 
replied that there would be the same ob 
jection us before.

ROUTED. 


Pingwill wuHn nuisance. Ho married 
a respectable young woman of mature 
years nnd lives on her sufficiency, and 
he goes about pretending to bo a literary 
character on the strength of an edition 
of a classic, an examination success nt 
some university place or othor, and oc¬ 
casional reviewing. Ho likes to talk 
about books and is offensively familiar 
with all tho masterpieces nnd most of 
the rest of English literature. Ho con¬ 
siders gabble about books intellectual 
conversation. Ho regards a quiet man 
smoking in a chair as fair game for his 
scraps of quotation—which ho is as 
eager to void as ho is greedy to acquire 
—and ho cannot understand that people 
who write books never read them and 
are full of bitter memories of their own 
adventures in authorship. Ho woars a 
piuce nez, nnd Mrs. Pingwill, when 
present, echoes all his quavering severi¬ 
ties with the explanation that “George 
is so satirical. ” Ho is exasperatingly 
reliablo in tho muttor of names and 
dates, and at first, perhaps, we made 
the'mistake of encouraging Pingwill. 

Heydinger ■was the chiof encouragor 
of Pingwill. Ho is a humorist, a kind 
of persou who sees jokes in things that 
rouse tho passions of ordinary people, 
and ho found an uuacconutablo pleasure 
in developing ono particular aspect of 
the Pingwill constitution. No retired 
pork butcher’s lady, no wife of a villago 
rector who has married beneath him, 
could be moro punctilious of her in¬ 
timacy than Pingwill among his au¬ 
thors. And Pingwill was just as in¬ 
tensely sensitive to tho breath of scan¬ 
dal, which in matters literary is called 
criticism. No ono could bo thicker with 
a really chic author; no one readier to 
“cut” the writer who fell under the 
shadow of udverse comment. 

Ho was, in fact, a literary snob—a by 
no means rare variety—and ho had an 
almost passionate dread of admiring the 
wrong man. Ho took reviews in the 
weeklies quite seriously. Naturally he 
had nothing but serene contempt for 
Dickens and Jerome and Mark Twain, 
and “people of that stump. ’’ And Hey¬ 
dinger never tired of drawing him out 
upon Kipling. In a careless moment he 
had informed us that Kipling’s style 
was rough and unfinished—it seems he 
tried for once to form a judgmeu® for 
himself ami had happened upon really 
quite vulgar and coarse expressions. Aft¬ 
er lia had learned bettor from a review, 
the mere name filled him with uncom¬ 
fortable memories. It was as if tho 
rector’s wife had cut the duchess by 
mistake. Horrible! Then he was pri¬ 
vately in grout troublo about Besant and 
Hall Caine. “Ought I to know them?” 
was tho attitude. Tho or.-.eles differed. 
He was deliciously guarded upon these 
authors under Hevdiuger’s most search¬ 
ing questions, but his faco flushed guilt¬ 
ily. Le Gallienne, Zungwill, and most 
of tho younger men, who have warm 
friends and animated critics, bothered 
him moro or less, and he had a horrible 
dread, I know, that Ruskin, whom he 
had committed himself to admire, was 
not quite all that ho should bo. “One 
has to bo so very particular,” was Ping- 
will’s attitude. 

However, aftor awhile we tired of 
this creature’s odd way with books, and 
his proximity then became, as I say, a 
nuisance. But Heydinger. who had form¬ 
ed an adequate conception of his char¬ 
acter, suggested the remedy, and togeth¬ 
er we routed him. Both Heydinger and 
I had got through a morning’s work, 
and in ho came, fresh and freshly prim¬ 
ed. He dropped into a chair and emit¬ 
ted some indifferent remarks. 

“I have heard,” he said, “that these 
delicious child sketches of Kenneth Gra¬ 
ham’sure out in a book bv themselves.” 

“Read ’em ?” said Heydinger brutally. 

“No—hardly—yet,” said Pingwill, 
“but they’re good, aren’t they?” 

“Very,’’said I, “but thut’suo reason 
why you should go about calling them 
delicious before you have read them. ” 

* * Perhfips not, ’ ’ said Ping w ill. “ Per¬ 
haps not. ’ ’ 

“They remind me very much of Wen- 
dle Hooper,” said Heydinger. “You 
kndw him, Bellows?” 

“Intimately,” I said. “I have one of 
his first editions ut home.” 

“You will bo reminded very much of 
Wend le Hooper, ” said Heydinger, turn¬ 
ing to Pingwill. 

“Indeed!” said Pingwill, stepping 
into tho trap. 

“The sume subtle suggestivoness of 
phrase,” said Heydinger. “The same 
delicate yet penetrating sympathy. ” 

“I must certainly read them,” said 
Pingwill, evidently searching his mind 
for the name of Wendlo Hooper and 
flushing slightly. 

“I know of no man,” said Heydin- 
gor, “except, perliups, Lamt, who comes 
so near to Hooper as Gruhutu. You know 
Lunt's style, Pingwill?” 

Pingwill flushed a little deeper, and 
his ears grew pink. “I can’t say,” said 
he, “thut I’ve read”— 

“He’s not so well known us Hooper,” 

I admitted. “He was in the little set 
that clustered round Leigh Hunt”— 

Pingwill suddenly felt hotter ugain. 
“I think Leigh Hunt”— he began, evi¬ 
dently ready with a fragment of text¬ 
book. 

“He borrowed from Laut,” interrupt¬ 


ed Heydinger. “Certainly he borrowed !

Men in their shirt 
sleeves, women in their white jackets, 
come along singing, playing the tam¬ 
bourine, beating time even on empty 
petroleum tins, anything to make a 
uoise, taking the demonstration of the 
mountain as a good joke. A few car¬ 
riages bring foreigners as far as it is 
possible, after which the tourists must 
walk. The people who keep little drink¬ 
ing shops on the highroad up the moun¬ 
tain drive a roaring trude. 


Economy of Shot-blacking. 

Every morning on South Sixth street 
cun be seen a well dressed, ono legged 
young man gettiug his only shoe shined. 
The othor limb has been amputated at 
the hip. As he stands on the one crutch 
be carries, with the shoo resting on the 
bootblack’s box, he is the cynosure of 
pussersby.

HARVESTS OF HAIR. 

GIRLS PART WITH THEIR CROWN¬ 
ING GLORY FOR A FEW CENTS.

no Odd Character, From a Man Who 

Makes Thine* of Hair. 

It was quite by chance that the writer 
of this article happened on a man who 
has spent his lifetime in tho manipula¬ 
tion of human hair, transforming it in¬ 
to wigs, crowns, frizettes nnd nil the 
other kinds of “false” hnir and weaving 
it into watch chains, eyeglass guards, 
bracelets, as well as mounting it in lock¬ 
ets, rings, pins, earrings and brooches 
nnd working it up into all kinds of 
floral designs and emblems. 

“A charming head of hair on n wom¬ 
an,” he said, “is a thing of beauty and 
indeed a crowning glory, but to n hair 
worker it is of little value. Even the 
longest hair, lieforoitJhns passed through 
the hands of tho imnmfoctnrers, is well 
nigh worthless. The hair of n woman’s 
head which is 30 inches in length, for 
example, would not be worth moro than 
00 cents. 

“I remember a woman coming into 
my shop ono night and offering to sell 
her hair. She said sho was a seaman’s 
wife, and not having heard from him 
for many months was in desperate 
straits for money. She wanted to know 
how much I would give her for her hair, 
which was of considerable length. I re¬ 
fused to ent it off. I wouldn’t cut nny 
woman’s hnir off. It is such a demoral¬ 
izing, degrading thing to do, and the 
fact is emphasized when dire need is the 
cause of the sale. However, I was in a 
position to obtain her assistance until 
her husband came back. 

“We get our fluest descriptions of 
hair,” continued the subject of this in¬ 
terview, “from France and Italy, whence 
come all shades of black and brow*n. 
France, again, Germany and Spain sup¬ 
ply tho market with brown, light flaxen 
and red hair. Gray hair, being found in 
every parcel, is described as universal. 

“On the continent there are regular 
hair harvests. During the summer time 
you can seo at every fair peddlers sur¬ 
rounded by girls with their beautiful 
hair nicely combed out standing in file 
waiting their turn. Tho peddler has in 
his hands a pair of shears, each girl 
bends her neck, a few snips, and the 
hair is off, tied into a wliisp and thrown 
into a basket standing at the shearer’s 
side. And how much do yon think that 
the girls get for this? A few cents, a 
gnady trinkot or a bright silk handker¬ 
chief. 

“Some peddlers trayel from cottage 
to cottage plying their trade, and the 
same performance is gono through. Au 
average head of hair weighs four ounces. 
When sufficient hair is accumulated, it 
is sold to the hair manufacturers, who 
submit it to a process of cleansing a:id 
sorting into various lengths and shades. 
It is then ready for the wigmakers, 
who buy it as they require it, paying nt 
the rate of 20 cents or so per ounce for 
lengths of 10 inchc.s to 12 inches to as 
many shillings as there are inches for 
lengths of 3?) inches and upward. The 
greatest demand is for hair from 14 to 
24 inches in length. The longest female 
hair on record is 72 inches.” 

The tycoon of Japan once confiscated 
the hair of a whole province and had i: 
woven into a ship’s hawser over a quar¬ 
ter of a milo long. Then he discovered 
that steel ropes were in existence, and 
now the cable, composed of the pigtail, 
of the unfortunate Japs, reposes before 
tho eyes of the curious in Bethnal Green 
museum. 

The gentleman interviewed possesses 
u magnificent trophy of hair, in size 
some 3 feet long by 2 feet high, in tho 
form of a basket of flowers, every leaf, 
every petal and overy stem of which is 
composed of cunningly wrought hairs 
from the human head. How long it 
took to create it, it is impossible to say, 
but years unquestionably. He has other 
similar displays, mostly the work of 
himself or his sou, though they pale in¬ 
to iusiguificauco beside the monument 
of patience in question. 

The working of hair into ornaments 
has gone out of vogue considerably of 
late years, but seafaring men even now 
are great lovers of this form of memen¬ 
to. Naturally their favorite designs as¬ 
sume tho forms of anchors, compasses 
and other things nautical. 

Ono day a gentleman came to tho 
subject of this article and desired him 
in a most mysterious nianuer to weave 
some hair, which he gave him, into the 
form of a serpent. The head and tail 
were to be of gold, and the tail was to 
bo fixed into the mouth. Tho serpent 
was to be in two coils and to encircle a 
golden heart pierced by a dagger. In 
order to thoroughly comprehend tho de¬ 
sign ho had to be let into the secret, and 
this was the explanation which was of¬ 
fered : 

The serpent was to represent tho na¬ 
ture of a certain young ludy to whom 
the lmir bolongcd and who had jilted 
the geutlemau in question. The golden 
heart was symbolic of his pure and 
worthy affection, uud the dagger showed 
how deeply he had been wounded. The 
tail of the serpent being iu its mouth in¬ 
dicated that iu injuring her quondam 
lover she had also bitteu herself. The 
jilted swain was most particular about 
the execution of the work, sent it buck 
twice for alterations and finally refused 
to have it at all, i>erlmps discovering the 
biit bos of his scheme.—Boston Post.

THE AGONY ENDED. 


The board of aldermen took a decisive 
step, Monday night, and settled the long 
uncertainty about Washington street, by 
adoptiug orders for its widening, and 
also awarding damages for the land 
seized and giving the owners thirty days 
for the removal of feuces and buildings. 

The matter has beeu hauging in the 
air for several years, and although few of 1 
the buildings have beeu uuoccupied, the 
uncertainty has not been exactly pleas. ; 
ant for thq property owners or the occu¬ 
pants, but most of them knew what was 
connug and have made their plaus for 
the future. What is to become of all 
the buildings is a difficult question, but 
probably most of them will be left for 
the city to seize and dispose of. The 
moving business ought to be a very 
brisk one for the next few weeks. 

The damages awarded seem to be, in 
most cases, very fairly assessed and were 
based partly on the figures the property 
has been assessed at, and partly on the 
estimates of the appraisers. The estates 
between Washington street and tho 
track, before widening was definitely 
talked of, were not considered especially | 
desirable, and had beeu falling in value ; 
in all cases except those that were occu- 
pied for business purposes. It was diffi- ! 
cult/o sell them, except at a very great 
reduction, aud quite as difficult to lease 
them, except at very low figures, aud the 
wideuing of the street is a fortunate 
solution of the problem of what was 
finally to become of the property, as the 
indications all pointed to its descendingto 
becoming the cheapest class of tenemeut 
property. For these reasous the awards 
will be accepted, in very many cases, 
without very hearty protests, although 
it is only natural that e.tch owner desires 
to get as much out of it us possible. 
There may be some law-suits, but the 
ohauce of getting larger sums than those 
awarded is not regarded as a very 
promising one. To the uuinterested.the 
awards seem very fairly made, ami cer- 
taiuly more thau the owners could have 
hoped to get, had it not been that the 
land was needed by the city. 

The list of awards, as printed on an¬ 
other page,will be scauned with interest. 
The aldermen are to be congratulated 
that they have dually made a begiuniug 
on this imnortaut work, aud got every¬ 
thing in train for actual work to begin 
at an early date. 


Newton will be the bauuer city in the 
state, in the matter of street railway 
companies, if things go on iu present 
fashion. We have now within the city 
limits, the West End Company, the New¬ 
ton street Railway company, the Newton 
aud Boston, the Newton aud Watertowu, 
the Boston and Wellesley, aud the Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue Street Railway com¬ 
pany, all separate corporations, and call¬ 
ing for separate fares. The questiou of 
transfers will become a burning issue in 
the near future, uuloss some great con¬ 
solidation takes place. Only two of 
them, the West Eud aud the Newton & 
Waltham are making money, and the 
latter line is oue of the best paying street 
railway properties in the state. The 
Newton and Boston has uot so far been 
considered to be more than scratching 
along, although its summer travel is pro¬ 
fitable. The ue w Bostou aud Wellesley, 
which is the ambitious name of the line 
between West Newton aud Lower Falls, 
ought to fiud a naming business, as it 
couuects the Woodlaud l’ark Hotel with 
the railroad station, aud it will be a more 
convenient way of reaching the hospital 
from the north side of the city thau the 
steam cars, aud if its cars connect with 
the West Newton traius it ought to fiud 
a good deal of custom from Lo er Falls. 
The Commonwealth Avenue line has got 
its rails all ready for layiug its tracks 
aud hopes to run its cars this fall. The 
reason for so many corporations with 
similar officers is supposed to be to en¬ 
able each road to charge a full fare, 
tho Newton and Waltham oouipauy uat- 
urally not wishiug to share any of its 
prosperity with its childien, iu the way 
of giving transfers, and the latter having 
all they can do at present to make a liv¬ 
ing on full fares for every passeuger.

A MYSTERIOUS BROWNING. 


THE BODY OF MISS EMMA BUELL FOUND 
IN THE qUABOAG RIVER. 


Friends of Miss Emma Buell of Maple 
Terrace were shocked to learn of her 
death by drowning in the Q iuboig river 
at Three Rivers, last Friday night. The 
body was found Saturday afternoon. 

Miss Buell was 2h years old and well- 
known in the village where she formerly 
lived. She was the guest of O. B. Sykes 
at his home about a mile from the vil¬ 
lage. Whether the case is oue of suicide 
or accidental drowning is not known, 
each theory having its supportors. There 
seems to be little possibility that there 
could have been foul plaj, and if Miss 
Buell committed suicide, it is the gener¬ 
al opiniou that she was temporarily in¬ 
sane. George C. Buell, her father, was 
a resident of Three Rivers a few years 
ago, serving as paymaster in the Oiis 
company’s mill. This mill is oue of the 
Bliss Fabyan system, and Mr. Buell was 
advanced to the position of auditor of j 
the system. He moved his family to ; 
Springfield, thinking (hat the climate 
there would benefit his d mghter’s health 
He left about two years ago alter a resi¬ 
dence of five years, to reside in Newton, 
his present home. His daughter was a 
graduate of Monson academy in the class 
of ’84. She attended the school for kin¬ 
dergarten teachers in New’ Haven and be- 
gan teaching iu a kindergarten in that 
city. That was about six years ago, aud 
about that time Miss Buell sullered trotn 
an attack of typhoid malaria. She never 
fully recovered from the effects of this 
illness, although she taught in Woburu 
after it and also in Boston. For the past : 
two years she had been unable to teach. 
Miss Buell had beeu iu the habit of aria- 
! mg late mornings, but us she did uot up- 
pi.ir at U, Saturday, Mrs. Sykes visit- 
rd her room. The room was vtc.int aud 
| the bed had uot been occupied. The 
i door leading from the sitting-room to the 
j chamber, wnich was the oue commonly 
used was closed. Another door leading 
j to the parlor was closed by a commode 
' Oeiug placed across it. This hid beeu 
: moved aud the door was slightly open. 

! From the parlor a door leads out of 
: doors. This door had beeu locked aud 
a screen door had beeu hooked on the 
: inside, both were fouud unlocked aud 
j it was evident that Miss Buell had left 
' the house a. this way. 

The younger Mr. Sykes at ouce becau 
a search. He fouud tracks leading across 
j the road and part way across a field. Fol- 
1 lowing these tracks as well as possible 
| he arrived at the river at a point which 
Miss Buell had visited about a week ago 
in company with Mr. Sykes, Jr., aud his 
wife. At this point tho river is very 
NWift and the bank is high aud steep. 
The a, iter at the foot of the bauk is four 
teet deep aud grows deeper rapidly 
towards the center of the river. Ou the 
bank lay .1 handkerchief marked with 
Miss Buell’s name. The bauk had been 
Inoken olf slightly aud heel marks were 
vi-ible where some one had slipped into 
the water. Mr. Sykes at ouce coucludhd 
that Miss Buell had visited the place 
during the night, had approached too 
near the hank aud had fallen into the 
! water. New the edge of the bank was 
a spot where some oue had sat iu the 
; grass, evidently for some time, as the 
1 grass remained matted down. Young 
Mr. Sykes at once drove to Three Rivers, 
where he notified Agent Newell at the 
mill of his discovery. They organized a 
party, secured grappling hooks and 
dragged the river. The body was not 
found quickly, but tho work was coutiu- 
j ued until word was received that it had 
j beeu discovered about a mile further 
ti >wn the river. Miss Buell after reach¬ 
ing her room Friday night changed a 
pair of low shoes for top boots aud rub 
: hors, aud wore a capo over her shouldeis. 
i She was uot iu the habit of goiug out 
alone at uight, but had complaiued of 
| her head, and her frieuds think she muv 
have gone out to get the air. if this is 
true, they believed she wandered down 
| to the river, slipped off the bauk und 
was unable to save herself. No mark to 
! indicate violence was found on the body 
to show that Miss Buell was accompan¬ 
ied to the river. The funeral was held 
Monday at uoou, the burial beiug iu Oak 
Grove cemetery. Miss Buell leaves uo 
relatives except her father and mother.

SELF DEFEN8E. 

The Law Relating Thereto Laid Down by 
the Supreme Court. 

A United States district, jndgo in 
Arkansas instructed a jury that every¬ 
where except within his own house tho 
law requires a man to run away mid do 
his best, to escapo from an assailant be¬ 
fore killing him. Tho judge further 
said that when assaulted on his own 
premises, but outside of his house, a 
man must show his sense of danger by 
efforts to escape before liis plea that, he 
killed his assailant to save himself from 
great bodily harm can bo accepted. 

This instruction was handed down 
from nncient times when weapons of 
assault consisted of knives, bludgeons, 
swords, etc., which an active man had 
some chance of escaping. But, it is uot 
applicable to those days of revolvers 
and winchesters, whose bullets no man 
can dodge or outrun, and tho United 
States supremo court has sent it to tho 
block letter lumber garret. 

The man sentenced to eight years’ 
imprisonment by tho Arkansas judge 
obtained from tho supreme court au or¬ 
der for a new trial under a now instruc¬ 
tion. This new instruction declares that 
wherever a man may bo, if he has a 
right to be there and if he has not him¬ 
self provoked the ussanlt, the law justi¬ 
fies him in standing his ground and 
killing his assailant provided tho prov- 
ablo circumstances are such as to satis¬ 
fy a jury that, he had reasonable grounds 
for believing and acted on the belief 
that tho killing was necessary to protect 
himself from great bodily harm. 

Putting any further limitation 011 tho 
right to kill in self defense would abol¬ 
ish it altogether. Arkansas is only one 
of the many states iu which a man may 
have to decide very hastily whether I 10 
shall be tried for killing a fellow citi¬ 
zen or let the follow citizen he tried for 
killing him. In these cases, with his 
attention excitedly fixed ou his assail¬ 
ant, ho has no time to get legal advice 
or to study tho necessities of the situa¬ 
tion through tho eyes of bystanders. 
Court and jury will do that afterward, 
and I 10 is under restraint enough when 
ho knows that in saving himself from 
tho peril of the moment ho incurs the 
further peril of having to satisfy a jury 
that his aot us justified by tho circum¬ 
stances.—Now York World.

Tho prophet speaks of the earrings 
which were worn by the women of Je¬ 
rusalem, hut these ornaments wero worn 
by Jewesses ages before tho time of 
Ezekiel, eveu in tho days of Moses and 
earlier yet. There were earrings among 
tho other gifts in the oblation given to 
Moses, as described in tho book of Num¬ 
bers. The first Biblical reference to 
them is iu the part of Genesis which 
tells how Bebekah obtained as a gift a 
“golden earring of half a shekel weight” 
from Abraham’s servant, who “put it 
upon her face. ” At a later period the 
patriarch Jacob procured all the ear¬ 
rings which belonged to his household 
and hid them under au oak tree. Sub¬ 
sequently to that time earrings are fre¬ 
quently spoken of in the Biblo. Even 
Job, tho patient man of Uz. must have 
owned a lot of them in tho latter part of 
his life, for when all his brethren and 
all his sisters aud all his acquaintances 
came to comfort him under his afflic¬ 
tions “every one of them gave him au 
earring of gold. ” 

Iu the very early periods of Jewish 
history women seem to have beeu us 
fond of dress and decorations as they 
are iu modern times. When tho daugh¬ 
ters of Jerusalem were appareled aud 
be jo wo led in the way described by 
Ezekiel, their garments and ornaments 
must have been nearly as expensive as 
those of the grand dames who now shine 
in society. The wearing of “divers col¬ 
ors,” however, does not seem to have 
been a mark of honor.—New York Suu.

I was tho only one in the party 
who iiad been over the road, and it was 
so long ago I had partially forgotten it. 
When we began to descend the moun¬ 
tain, I told them we hud better walk, 
as the road was very steep.

Acid In Oyster*. 

Iuu paper read before tho Paris Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences, us reported in La Na- 
I turn, Messrs, t'hatiu and Muntz de¬ 
scribed their experiments to determine 
the amount of phosphorns in different 
kinds of oysters. “A dozen oysters of 
tho variety known us Portuguese con¬ 
tained four grams (62 grains) of phos¬ 
phoric acid, representing one gram of 
the tribasio plmsphute of lime found iu 
boxes. The French oysters are less rich. 
They contain only two-thirds as much 
phosphorus as the Portuguese oysters. 
This determination is important from 
tho jHjint of view of the nutritive prop¬ 
erties of different kinds of oysters. ”

muu, the care of his daughter Emme¬ 
line. 

Theundience, u most sympathetic and 
enthusiastic one, hud eyes only for Lu¬ 
cette Veruiere, the child who imper¬ 
sonated Emmeline. As for Simon, he 
raged and stormed inwardly at the un¬ 
happy fortune which had turned him 
into a "nursery muid,” instead of per¬ 
mitting him to bear u hand iu tunning 
thu hides of the “Kaiserlichs.”

the English language. The Atlantic 
Monthly was established in the fall of 
1857,and Lowell made ir a condition of bin 
acting as editor that Dr. Holme* should 
be a contributor. Therefore it was that 
the first number of the new magazine 
contained the opening pages of the “Au¬ 
tocrat of the Breakfast Table,” which 
every reader followed with delight 
month after month, until at last the 
book was completed and published by it 
self iu (he fall of 1858. Since then it is 
rather as a writer of prose than as a 
wiiter of verse that Dr. Holmes has been j 
most highly esteemed. 

The “Autocrat of the Breakfast Table” 
is a most original book; Dot that it is 
especially oiiginal in form, for it is not 
entirely unlike the Spectator of Addison 
and Steele, wherein we have a group of 
characters described and wherein their 
sayings and doings are duly recorded. In 
the American hook the group of charac¬ 
ters meets at the early morning meal, 
and one of them—the Autocrat bimse f— 
does most of the talking. The other 
figures are lightly sketched —some of 
them are merely suggested; and even at 
the very end there is but the thinnest 
thread of a story. The real originality 
of Dr. Holmes’ work is in the frank 
simplicity and sincerity of the Autocrat’s 
talk. He seemed rather to be chatting 
with himself than conversing with 
others; aud no such talk had yet fallen 
from any American lips—none so cheer¬ 
ful with humor, so laden with thought, 
so mellow, with knowledge, so ripe with 
experience. The reader is borne along by 
the current of it, unresisting, smiling 
often, laughing sometimes, and absorb¬ 
ing always, even if unconsciously, high 
and broad thoughts about life. 

So ample a store of humor—and of 
good humor—had Dr. Holmes, so well 
filled a reservoir of sense and of common 
sense, that he had an abundance of ma¬ 
terial for other volumes like the “Auto¬ 
crat.” In 18G0 lio Dublished the “Pro¬ 
fessor at the Breakeast Table” and in 
1872 the “Poet at the Breakfast Table.” 
Though these two volumes have not all 
the freshness of the first one, they are 
iuferior only to it: they have the same 
wholesome spirit, the same suuuy saga¬ 
city. Aud these are the qualities which 
characterize also his last volume of 
prose, “Over the Tea-cups,” issued in 
1890, when he was SI years old. In all 
these books there is the precious flivor 
of actual conversation, the table-talk of 
a broad, liberal, thoughtful man full of 
faucy and ahouudiug iu humor.

ORDERLY AND NEAT. 


A SHIPWRECK RECORD. 


WHICH SEX IS BEST ENTITLED TO 
BE SO CHARACTERIZED? 


The Testimony of Tliiw Hero quoted Fa¬ 
vors the Men—Wlmt Some Ladle* Have 
to Say on the Subject IlGonnraglng Ex¬ 
perience* With Women Guc*t*. 

A bachelor snid in my presence a year 
or two ago: "Women nvo not by nature 
or habit so elo.r or orderly as men or 
so delicate in their ideas of Htimll mat¬ 
ters. ” 

I combated the assertion, with indig¬ 
nant. protests, and assured the speaker 
that only a disappointed bachelor, whom 
some woman’s perfidy hud soured, could 
make such n statement. 

Nevertheless I sot abont studying the 
■habits of the sexes in these respects, and 
I began to question people who had wide 
opportunities of judging such matters, 
and tiie result lias not been wholly com¬ 
plimentary to my sisters. 

First, I noticed the dress of men and 
women in public conveyances. It is 
rarely indeed one sees a ninn, with any 
claims to respectable attire, who dis¬ 
plays soiled collar, caffs or shirt front. 
Bnt I have observed soiled laces abont 
the neck of many an otherwise richly 
and fashionably attired woman, and 
soiled white gloves are woefully in evi¬ 
dence and rniu scores of handsome toi¬ 
lets. 

I do not think I have ever seen fringes 
or tatters about the ankles of a man. 

It seems to ho an understood law 
among the most ordinary types of re¬ 
spectable men that the first raveled seam 
or ripped lining shall ho attended to by 
the tailor before the garment is worn 
again. Bnt women who carry fortunes 
upon their backs display torn flounces 
and ragged laces frequently on the street 
crossings or iu alighting from vehicles. 

Only a few weeks ago I walked be¬ 
hind a young lady in a prominent New 
York avenue and admired the perfect 
fit of her brand new promenade costume 
aud the exquisite details, which exhib¬ 
ited excellent taste aud judgment of the 
wearer or her modiste. Hat, gloves, 
gowu and wrap and veil were iu har¬ 
mony. But suddenly there came a mud¬ 
dy crossing. The lady lifted her dress 
and showed a charming foot elegantly 
booted; but, alas, above it a silk petti¬ 
coat, with three rags hanging from it. 
The harmony was ruined by a discord. 

Just as I was about to emerge from a 
Turkish bath establishment one day a 
young woman who speaks three lan¬ 
guages fluently aud who belongs to a 
rich and influential family entered and 
tossed off an expensive cloak, display¬ 
ing a faded silk waist which was out at 
the elbows and badly soiled about the 
neck. Her skirt was trim aud modish, 
her cloak uud bonnet irreproachable, 
hut the waist she wore was inexcusably 
shabby. I could not help hut wonder if 
she had appeared in this garment at the 
breakfast table. 

Perhaps iu similar intimacy men may 
see similar untidiness among members 
of their own sex, but I doubt it. 

On the other hand, where is the wo¬ 
man who could endure for ten minutes 
the filth of a "smoking car” in which 
refined men pass hours? The recollection 
of passing through one by accident to 
reach a purler car is sufficient to un¬ 
nerve the average woman. 

Talking with a lady who has a largo 
country home, where she entertains ex¬ 
tensively, I asked her opinion ou this 
subject. She gave it as follws: 

"I will tell you our experience,” she 
said, "which, I fear, is not a solitary 
one. It so happened that two young la¬ 
dies aud two young gentlemen had been 
passing a week under my roof, and the 
morning of their departure my house¬ 
keeper was ill, aud I went in person to 
superintend the cleaning of the rooms 
which they had occupied. 

"The young ladies, mind yon, had 
been reared in homes of culture and 
learning and wero to all appearance 
dainty aud refined specimens of their 
sex. Yet this was the condition of the 
rooms which they liud occupied for a 
week: 

"Tho handsome dresser cloth was 
stained and spattered by toilet creams 
aud washes. A box of face powder had 
been overturned ou the velvet carpet, 
and the print of a small slipper toe had 
tracked it about the room. A large, un¬ 
sightly roll of mixed blond aud brunette 
‘combings’ protruded from a pasteboard 
reeeptaolo like a last year’s bird nest. 
Three toilet bottles were minus their 
stoppers. Four cambric handkerchiefs 
and one glove were found nuder the 
bed, and in tho sweepings of the room 
were discovered 87 dresspins, four hat¬ 
pins aud two lucepins containing jew¬ 
els. 

"When the room just vacated by tho 
men was investigated, the only souve¬ 
nirs remaining were two half burned 
cigars, a small heap of cigar ashes on 
the luuutolpieoe and one quill toothpick 
ou the floor. 

" ‘Sure, and I’d rather clean up after 
tin gintlemeu than tine lady any day,’ 
remurked uiy servant, uud in view of 
the contrast between the two rooms I 
could not rebuke her. ’’ 

Another hostess whom I consulted on 
this subject said: ‘‘I do not know that 
I have found men guests neater than 
women, hut 1 have found them more 
delicate minded in regard to many mat¬ 
ters. For instance, the seemingly best 
bred girls and the richest are often ex¬ 
ceedingly careless in small matters. 
They will borrow a wrap from a hostess 
when they liuvo mislaid their own or it 
is inaccessible, and they will leuvo this 
garment on u veranda chair or iu a boat 
witli a reckless disregard of eouse- 
quenres. ” 

Another lady said: "I think men bathe 
much more than women do and are 
more particular about tin* details of 
their clothing and dress. 1 think it is 
more than balanced by many of tlteir 
unclean habits — smoking, chewing, 
drinking uud the like. In fact, 1 think 
men are iutcrijully less clean and ex 
ternally cleaner than women. ”—Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox in Chicago Ha ,r<l. 


Tint Have llrm lbirtlculnrljr Un- 

ftirtnnate With Tltelr Ship*. 

The loss of the Reina Rcgente recall¬ 
ed the fact that Spain, once tho greatest 
naval power of the world, has lost not 
less than 600 men-nf-war in shipwreck 
since the beginning of the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury. There is ample documentary evi¬ 
dence to this effect, and the greatest dis¬ 
asters to the Spanish fleets are here re¬ 
counted in their chronologic order. 

Of the fleet sent against Algiers in 
1518, under Admiral Don Hugo deMon- 
cada, 80 vessels foundered in a storm, 
with 4,000 men on board. 

Another expedition against Algiers, 
sent by Emperor Charles V in 1541, lost 
140 vessels on the rooks of Morocco, 
8,800 men losing their lives. 

Of the fleet that sailed in 1502, under 
General Mendoza, to deliver Oran from 
the Mussulmans, 20 ships, including 
the flagship, with the above named gen¬ 
eral on hoard, never returned. 

A year later, in the fall of 1603, a 
cyclone in the hay of Cadiz sent 15 of 
tiie government’s host caravels to the 
bottom. 

In 1588 tiie famous armada, believed 
to be invincible, met her doom in the 
English channel, 81 out of 130 vessels 
sinking with most of their crews. The 
loss of men is estimated at 14,000. 

Fourteen of Admiral Don Antonio 
Navarro’s vessels foundered ill a storm 
off the Mexican coast near San Juan de 
Ulloa in 1500. 

Six years later a fearful storm in tho 
Biscayan bay caused the loss of 41 ves¬ 
sels belonging to the fleet of Admiral 
Martin de Padilla. 

Not long after this Admiral Marquis 
do Santa Cruz lost 10 vessels, with 2,800 
men, on tho Corsican coast. 

After a long pauso General .Toso Pi- 
zarro lost five men-of-war in an engage¬ 
ment with the English in 1741. 

Within the last 125 years tho records 
aro much easier of access, and tho fig¬ 
ures can he given absolutely correct. In 
ibis time the Spaniards lost 12 large 
battleships under steam and 21 first 
class sailers, with 1,570 guns; 23 frig¬ 
ates, with 800 guns, aud more than 
100 gunboats, torpedo boats, brigs, 
galeotes, etc. Tho loss of life iu this 
period is conservatively estimated at 26,- 
500 men. 

Thus the worst enemy of Spanish su¬ 
premacy ou the seas seems to bo other 
than man. More than double the num¬ 
ber of ships have beeu lost by tho in¬ 
clemency of the elements than wore lost 
in battle.—Philadelphia Record.

Had the writer carefully consulted the 
plan, he would have seen that the street 
is not one sided; that the depth of land 
remaining on the south side is 84 feet at 
the line of the Bigelow estate, gradually 
increasing until it is 106 feet deep at the

In the statement that "the north side 
cost, namely $68,250, is the estimate of 
substantially tne whole that it would 
cost to widen on that side between Chan¬ 
ning street and the railroad crossing,” 
an attempt is apparently made to give 
the public the impression that this figure 
covers the cost of widening to the K. R. 
crossing. From Centre street to the 
crossing the widening, from the necessity 
of the case, is on the south side and this 
cost must be added to the above figures. 
Earlier in the article, occurs the follow¬ 
ing: 

“Take for example the Church street 
railroad crossing where Washington 
stteet is bounded southerly by the rail¬ 
road location and northerly by the estate 
of the mayor’s late father-in-law. Capt. 
Enos C. Soule. Here the order calls for 
a 75 foot street, but when it is remem¬ 
bered that the commissioners appointed 
under the act of 1895, ch. 198 may give 
the railroad so ranch land as they deem 
fit without compensation to the city for 
a sloping bank and this space, say of 15 
feet, comes out of the 75 foot street it 
will he reduced to sixty feet. Again at 
this point the bridge across the railroad 
is to be four feet six inches above the 
street grade and will consume about 
twenty feet more of the street in an ap¬ 
proach to the bridge which will then 
leave only 40 feet of the 75 feet. Again, 
out of this 40 feet must come a road bed 
for the double electric car track, for these 
tricks cannot he located upon the ap¬ 
proach to the bridge without greatly 
barring access to it and will consume at 
least 12 feet, leaving 28 feet for a high¬ 
way. This 28 foot highway is at the 
junction of Jewett, Walnut park, west 
Washington and east Washington and 
Church streets and will be full of danger 
and fertile in accidents; ten feet addi¬ 
tional is needed here if n ed d any¬ 
where.”

BONDS OIVKN A NKW DATIC— ORDRItS 
FOB THK LAST SUCTION OF THU BOUI.K- 
VAIiD—OTHKR ROUTINK HOSINKS9. 


Tho mombors of the city council were 
hurriedly summoned home from their 
vacations, as it was found that the Wash¬ 
ington street widening bonds were dated 
Sept. 1st. which comes on Sunday, and it 
was feared that some investors might 
have a prejudice ngainst bonds that were 
not dated on a week day. 

Both branches met Monday evening, 
and all the aldermen wore present except 
Messrs. Bullard and Hamilton. The 
order for the bonds was reconsidered 
and new ordeis for #300,000 Jof bonds 
passed, to be dated Aug. 1st, 1805, as the 
board felt sure of that date. These 
bonds nro to pay for the land damages, 
and will be issued as soon as they can bo 
got ready. 

A communication was received from 
Thomas Kelly, claiming damages for in¬ 
juries received on Eddy street, July 13, 
by running ngainst a curbstone that had 
been left in the street. 

An order was passed for the pay¬ 
ment of the land damages for widening 
Washington street, from Germain to 
Centro streets, wheu such are by law due 
and payable, and when accepted as fall 
indemnity. 

An order was presented that the mayor 
bo authorized to make settlements with 
the owners of land seized for the widen¬ 
ing, approximately to the damages 
awarded, wheu deeds ot the same should 
be given. 

Alderman Plummer thought for the 
protection of the mayor against such 
(useless assaults as appeared in the 
Newton Journal of last week, other 
members ought to be associated with 
him, to share the responsibility, and he 
moved that the chairman of the high¬ 
way committee and the President of the 
common council be associated with him 
as a committeee, although only the 
mayor can legally execute such agree¬ 
ments. The amendment was adopted 
and the order passed. 

The water board was authorized to lay 
water mains in Oaklaud road, Common¬ 
wealth avenue, Birch Hill road, Lexing¬ 
ton street aud Walnut road, at a cost of 
$2,953. 

The highway committee was instructed 
to proceed with sectiou eight of the 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard, be¬ 
tween Auburn street and the Charles 
rive», and $10,000 was appropriated for 
land damages. 

L. E. Coffin asked for coucrete walk on 
Hyde avenue. 

Fourteen residents on Elm street asked 
for gravel sidewalks aud curbstones ou 
the west side. 

An order was passed that within 
three months Much party assessed for 
bettermeuts on Commonwealth avenue, 
between the Boston line and Centre 
street, be notified thereof, aud paymeut 
requested. 

The board then adjourned. The com¬ 
mon council transacted concurrent busi¬ 
ness. 


DR. SMITH’S PORTRAIT. 


■PRESENTED TO HARVARD UNIVERSITY 
AND THE TESTIMONIAL COMMITTEE 
CLOSES ITS LABOR. 

It will be recalled that during the 
“America” testimonial movement the 
artist, Peixotto, painted an excellent 
portrait of the Kev. Dr. Smith. After 
transmitting to Dr. Smith the sum of 
$2000 as the proceeds of the popular 
demonstration the committee arrauged 
for the purchase of this portrait. The 
following correspondence of recent date 
explaius itself: 

E. W. Hooper, Esq., Treasurer Haivatd

Mr. Dear Sir—Acting under instruc¬ 
tions of the “America” testim uial com¬ 
mittee (Mr. Curtis Guild, chairmau; the 
Hon. E. S. Barrett, treasurer), 1 beg 
herewith to present to Harvard College, 
in the committee’s behalf, a life-size oil 
portrait of the Rev Dr. Samuel F. Smith 
of Newton Centre, the venerable author 
of the national hymu, “America,” for 
such disposition as the authorities of the 
college may deem appropriate. 

This portrait was painted last winter 
by the well known artist, Peixotto, and 
has been pronounced by mauy eminent 
critics not only a faithful likeness of our 
honored fellow-citizen, but a true work 
of art as well.

THE II. 8. LIFE BATING SERVICE. 

BY EDWIN riSKR KIMBALL OF WEST 
NEWTON. 


A hundrod year* ago, seamen wrecked 
anywhere on our coast had little chance 
to escape alive from their perilous situa¬ 
tions. Unless they were near enough to 
swim to land, the ordinary rowboat, 
either that of the vessel or one sent out 
by those on shore, was the only tneanR 
of their deliverance. Oftentimes in 
storms, with the wreck but a few bun¬ 
dled feet from agonized spectators, all 
on board perished. 

Imagine the horror of those who 
though willing, were yet powerless to 
save. Sometimes the sailors cluug to the 
rigging hour after hour until frozen or 
the masts fell; sometimes the seas 
washed them one by one overboard and 
the fatal sutf engulfed them. After 
scores of scenes like these, no wonder 
human ingenuity devised the life-boat, 
the rocket, the life-car, and other con¬ 
trivances for succoring the ship-wrecked- 
Today, whether on the Atlantic or 
Pacitlc, on the Gulf or the Great Lakes, 
the anxious mariner knows that near 
every dangerous headlaud or other place 
of hazard of tbo United States coast 
line, the watchful eyes of the National 
Life Saving crews will be quick to see 
him when in distress, and their trained 
hands ready to aid him to their utmost. 
This National Service is a most noblo 
example of organized humauity and is 
•H tbe highest credit to the American 
people, whose Congress established it, 
improved it, and maintains it at an 
auuual expense of about a million dol¬ 
lars. Its organization, stations, and 
equipment excel those of any other 
uatiou, and tbe results attained in lives 
aud property saved are marvellous. 

The honorable parent of tbo present 
government service is the Massachusetts 
Humane Society, now in tbe full vigor of 
a ripe old age. In 1792, more than a 
half century before Congress acted, ttyis 
society bad established liuts of refuge 
for ship-wrecked sailors at several 
desolate places aloug the Massachusetts 
coast. It had been instituted iu Boston 
iu 1785 and was modelled after the 
British Royal Humane Society, organized 
a few years before, which imituted an 
earlier oue iu Holland. These all re¬ 
warded deeds of bravery in saving life 
aud farniihed information and appara 
tus for the recovery of persons apparent¬ 
ly drowned. 

The Massachusetts society began its 
coast service thirty-seveu years before 
the National Life Boat Institution of 
England, a private corporation, which to 
rhis day, provides stations aud life sav¬ 
ing crews similar to those of the United 
States Service. Tbo first station in this 
country was built iu 1807 at Cobassett, 
Mass., on the rocky shore opposite tbe 
famous Miuot’s Ledge Lighthouse. In 
the station was placed a life-boat for 
volunteer crews to use when necessary. 
Similar stations, fitted with lifeboats 
aud with mortars for throwing lines to 
strauded vessels, were afterward built on 
the Massachusetts coast, until in 1876 
they numbered seventy-eight, some of 
which have since been discontinued, 
owiug to the regular government ser¬ 
vice With their boats, rafts, mortars, 
breeches-buoys, and other appliances, 
baudled by volunteers, thousands of liv^g 
have been saved, aud a most notable 
distinction has been achieved by tbe 
society among the benevolent institu¬ 
tions of our country. Its income has 
been from voluntary subscriptions aud it 
has not been able to support paid and 
drilled crews, but relies on tbe residents 
of the coast villages to man its boats aud 
to use the life-saving apparatus supplied. 

To those who have risked their lives 
for others, many thousand medals of 
bronze, silver or gold, as well as rewards 
of money,have been given by tbe society, 
aud these medals are greatly treasured 
by tbe hardy population of the New 
England sea coast. The importance of 
the work of the Massachusetts Humane 
Society was recuguized by Congress in 
1855 aud 1857 by appropriations of 
$10,000 in each year for the furtherance 
of its aims, and again in 1870, by a gift of 
$15,000. In addition to these sums, 
an appropriation made in 1847 of $5 000 
“for furnishing tbo light houses ou the 
Atlantic coast with means of rendering 
assistance to ship-wrecked mariners” 
having lain untouched for nearly two 
years, was permitted by the secretary 
of the treafruty to be expended under 
direction of the society, upon its peti¬ 
tion to do so. 

Tue National Life Saving Service has 
two distinct eras in its existence, the 
first, beginuiug iu 1848, with stations 
and their equipments, but without paid 
aud drilled crews, and the second, be¬ 
ginuiug iu 1871. with a thorough organi¬ 
zation both at Washington and along the 
coast. To the Hon. William A. Newell 
of Now Jersey belongs the honor of first 
advocating the plan of government 
stations which should contaiu the means 
of aiding strauded vessels. In a speech 
delivered iu the U. S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives in 1848, ho described the uses 
of the surf-boat, mortar, line-rockets, 
etc., aud vividly pictured the horrible 
sceues of ship-wreok. of which he had 
been au eye-witness ou tbe calamitous 
shores of bis state. He asked that the 
government provide the appliances by 
which the brave men of tbe Jersey coast 
rescue the ship-wrecked crews, and 
pledged that gallant use would be made 
of them. 

This appeal was rewarded with au 
appropriation of $10,000 for equipping a 
portion of the coast below Sandy Hook 
with life-saviug apparatus and providing 
stations to coutain them. Eight stations 
were established under this act, aud ou 
succeeding years similar appropriations 
ex'euded the service to Long Island aud 
('ape Cud as well as to Cape May on the 
Jersey coast. Tims the three most 
daugerous parts of the Atlantic border, 
along which sailed the vast commerce of 
B >ston, New York, aud Philadelphia, 
were made less hazardous to the mariner. 

Tbe great storms of 1849-50 proved the 
value of these stations. The boats and 
other appliances in the skilled aud 
heroio hands of hardy volunteers were 
instrumental iu saving mauy lives and 
much property ou occasions of ship¬ 
wreck. In the great storm of Jauuury, 
1850. which strewed the sands of the 
Jeisey shore with many wrecks, the 
life-car brought from the stranded ship 
Ayrshire 201 persous, including women 
withchildien iu their arms, through a 
surf in which no boat could live. Tbe 
Loug Island life-bouts rescued 204 per 
sous aud saved a great deal of property, 
ou which duties were paid to the govern¬ 
ment. In view of its great usetulueos, 
Congress gradually extended the service, 
till by 1854 there were 137 life-bouts aim g 


the shores of tbo Atlantic, tbe Gulf, the 
Great Lakes, and the Pacific. 

Many of these boats with their attend¬ 
ant appliances, however valued in times 
of emergency, were uucared for by re¬ 
sponsible persons and noon became unfit 
for use, either through neglect or wnnton 
destruction. -Some of them, which were 
laced under tbe ohargo of light house 
eepors or officers of oustoms, were 
generally well taken care of; but, as a 
report says, “the majority were left tn 
caro of town corporations, which be¬ 
came neglectful of them; or of benevo¬ 
lent societies which expired and left 
them to decHy; or of private citizens, 
who in the midst of a busy life, soon be¬ 
came unmindful of their responsibility.” 
Both boats and apparatus were later 
found by a commission in a sad stato of 
ruin, and no one could bo held account¬ 
able. Indeod somo of the boats bad dis- 
appea ed and could not bo traced. 
Others bad been taken for private uses. 
One was found to bo considered a con¬ 
venient, public mako-shift, which was 
carted about from place to olace ns 
wanted and made to serve either as a 
trough for mixing mortar or a tub for 
scalding bogs. 

The government made a serious mis¬ 
take in parting with tbe direct care and 
control of these boats, nnd numerous 
disasters with frightful loss of life, 
occurred near statious where the boats 
and life-saving apparatus were in unlit 
condition to retider any aid. 

Strong and brave men stood on tbe 
shore, bearing tho supplicating cries of 
tbe passengers and crews and seeing 
them drop one by one into tbe sea, yet 
unable to help them. Mauy wrecks 
happened midway between sta ions aud 
assistance was either wholly lackiug or 
came too late. The necessity for more 
stations and more efficient service was 
painfully apparent. This condition of 
things caused much public discussion 
and was forcibly brought to tbe attention 
of Congress in 1853 The secretary of 
tbe treasury, whose department was 
thought to be responsible,' claimed that 
after tbe establishment of the stations 
uuder the laws, all care of them by tho 
government ceased. He was satisfied, 
however, from the receut. distressing 
loss of life, that the number of stations 
should be doubled; that old and new 
ones be placed in the chnrge of proper 
persous, accountable to the department, 
instead of beiug left to tbe voluntary 
care of associations and individuals; aud 
that there should be appointed a super¬ 
intendent of eaob coast and a keeper for 
each station. A bill to carry these views 
into effect passed the Senate, but was 
not acted ou in the House before its ad¬ 
journment. Before the next session, an¬ 
other terrible disaster occurred on the 
New Jersey coast, in which there was a 
loss of 300 lives, which might have been 
saved bui for tbe condition of tbe appar¬ 
atus. With the memory of this disaster 
fresh in mind, Congress passed the bill 
at its next session, and the superinten¬ 
dents and keepers authorized by it were 
employed, and tbe stations and their 
equipments put in good condition. In 
consequence of these changes, a greater 
efficiency was shown as evidenced by tbe 
reduction of fatal disasters. Still the 
organizition was very defective. No 
regulations governed the officers, they 
were not. held to proper accountability; 
no records were kept or reports made; 
and, as the law did uot provide for the 
employment of crews, the reliance was 
still placed, ou occasion of ship-wreck, 
upon volunteers. In many places of 
sparse population along desolate coasts, 
suitable men were wholly lacking; and 
anywhere it was rare to find the extem¬ 
porized crews containing skilled surf- 
men. drilled to combine their efforts iu 
au arduous undertaking in moments of 
great peril. 

The excitement previous to and during 
the Civil War, as well as the questions 
which agitated Congress aft*-r it, pre¬ 
vented any action for benelirting the 
life-sav.ug service. Not till 1S71 was an 
investigation made and laws passtd 
which resulted in the thorough and ade¬ 
quate organization of these later j ears. 
In tbe winter of 1S70-71 several fatal 
catastrophes occurred which showed be¬ 
yond dispute that tbe loss of life was 
due to the long stretches of unprotected 
Coast and, also, to tbe lack of organi za 
cion of the service. It was evident that 
the employes were not held to their 
duties and that boats and apparatus 
w«*re suffering from neglect. These 
disasters awakened the Congress of 1871, 
as similar events had that of 1854, to 
radical actiou. It was determined to 
reorganize the service aud employ crews 
of experienced surfmen for eight months 
in tho year, au*d $200,000 was appropri¬ 
ated to be spent under the direction of 
the secretary of the treasury, who was 
empowered to repair uufit stations, 
build new ones, aud supply the best of 
apparatus, as well as to employ crews at 
such statious as he deemed most needed 
them. Investigation of the New Jersey 
and Long Island stations revealed the 
dilapidation of the buildings and neglect 
and incompleteness of the apparatus. 
Rust, vermin, theft, and misuse had 
destroyed valuable and uecest-ary arti¬ 
cles. At some stations, the most indis¬ 
pensable things, as powder, rockets, 
shot-lines, etc., could uot be found; iu 
others, everything portable had beeu 
carried off. Some of tho keepers were 
too old, others lived too far away, and 
but few were competent for their work. 
Politics rather than their qualifications 
had given them their positions. 

The reform was vigorously prosecuted. 
Incapable officers were removed, the 
stations weie repaired and additional 
oues built either between tho old or on 
new stretches of coast; permanent crews 
were employed at nearly all of them; 
specific instructions as to the duties of 
every officer were issued; new designs of 
appaiatus were tested, approved, and 
supplied; regular drills of the sur raeu 
were instituted to iucrease their efficien¬ 
cy iu the use of boats and apparatus; 
arrangements were made by which oue 
cr-w could summou another to its aid, 
aud a careful system of reports were de¬ 
vised, necessitating the thorough In- 
snection and care of the stations, as well 
as information relating to their work aud 
t fficiency. 

These lofoi nts placed the service ou a 
firm foundation, and, though later legis¬ 
lation or administrations made changes 
iu its organization, the present proud 
ora dates from 1871. In the twenty-two 
years since, many new stations have 
beeu built, more thorough patrol of the 
coasts provided for, and, with better 
salaries to keepers and surfmeu, a finer 
set of men employed and retained. 

Tbe service is now believed to ho fairly 
adequate for the emergencies occurring 
or expected. The last official report 
(1891) at baud slates that there were 
then 242 stations, 181 beiug on the At¬ 
lantic uud Gulf coasts, 12 on the Pit-ific, 
48 on ihe lakes, and 1 at the falls of the 
Ohio, Louisville, Ky. These are 
equipped with the best modem bouts 
iud life-saviug apparatus, and undoubt¬ 
edly foim the finest establishment iu the 
world. 

Thr service is uuder the immediate 
'•barge of Superintendent Sumner I. 
Kimball, whose headquarters are iu the 


Treasury Department at Washington. 
He directs tho work of two inspectors, 
with hondquartors at New York, and 
their assistant inspectors, who are 
stntlonod at central pointR of their re 
spectivo divisions. Each of theso assist¬ 
ants are assigned the care of a definite 
number of stations and are generally ap¬ 
pointed from tho Revenue Marine Ser¬ 
vice. At eaoh fully equipped life-saving 
station, there nro. for the months from 
September to June, an experienced 
keeper or captain, and a carefully solect 
ed crew of seven surfman, Tho keeper 
receives #900 a year and tho Ritrfmen #05 
a month,but they must provide their own 
food and certain supplies. Another 
sketch will be necessaty to furnish the 
interesting details of their duties and 
life in Btorm and calm. 

Perhaps nothing gives a better idea of 
tho oharactor and efficiency of their de¬ 
votion than a summary of the offioial 
statistics of tho service since the intro¬ 
duction of the present system in 1871 to 
the close of tho last fiscial year: 

Total number of disasters, 0,450; value 
of vessols, #71,307,850; value of cargoes, 
$33 342,409; value of property involved 
#104.710.319; value of property saved, 
$78,821,457; persons imporilled, 52.879; 
lives lost, 027: persons succored, 9,980; 
days’succor afforded ship-wrecked per¬ 
sons, 20,081. 

In the last fiscal year out of 2,570 per¬ 
sons on wrecks, 2,550 were saved and 
many of these were aftorward sheltered 
at the stations. The figures nre eloquent 
of the hardships and achievements of 
the U. S. Life Saving Service.

SKETCHING. 

Its Practice Essential to the Success of 
the Student In Art. 

Originality and skill in inventing or 
telling a story and iu expressing the 
passions depend, liko everything else in 
art, on a painter’s powers of observa¬ 
tion, and the difference between the 
greater or less painter results very much 
from this—that tho first thinks of his art 
everywhere and at all times, tho last iu 
his painting room only and at set hours. 
Hogarth, describing his own habits, 
Bays: “Bo where I would while my eyes 
were open I was continually at my 
studies and acquiring something useful 
to my profession, ’ ’ and Stothard’s sketch¬ 
books were filled with groups of figures 
and scenery made without selection, but 
merely of what chance offered to his no¬ 
tice while traveling—sometimes objects 
which tho windows of au inn presented 
while horses were changing, and some¬ 
times what he saw from the top of a 
stagecoach. 

Students should be assured that the 
practice of redeeming spare moments of 
timo by sketching whatever is thrown 
in their way is an invaluable one. Thoso 
who adopt it will be snro to bo reward¬ 
ed by often finding memoranda so made 
of far greater interest than they had 
imagined, and it will correct the habit, 
always fatal to originality, of going to 
nature for things only that resemble 
what they have seen iu art. Among tho 
drawings by Raphael collected by Sir 
Thomas Lawrence were many evidently 
of what chance presented to him. One 
in particular was singularly ejegant, of 
threo or four young men in tub dress of 
his time sitting at a table, and their at¬ 
titudes but very slightly varied—an ac¬ 
cidental group in all probability of his 
pupils. 

In tho works of Michael Angelo we 
meet with very many attitudes that bear 
the stamp of being adopted almost im-, 
mediately from nature, and indeed most 
of the noble range of his prophets and 
sibyls have this look. A subject happi ly 
adopted from nature should not deprive 
the painter of the credit duo to inven¬ 
tion, for indeed the mere faculty of in¬ 
venting au incident is far more common 
than the nice and quick perception of 
that iu nature which is fitted to the pur¬ 
poses of art, and which ordinary ob¬ 
servers would pass by or reject perhaps 
as trifling or unworthy. Burns turned 
up a mouse with his plow nnd was 
hoard to say by a mm who was at work 
with him, “I’ll make that mouse im¬ 
mortal. ” And he kept his word.—Lon¬ 
don Architect.

THE WIDENING OF WASHINGTON 
STREET. 


The two column editorial in last 
week’s Journal attracted some attention 
by its many misstatements, aud its 
rather severe strictures ou the mayor 
and members of the city council. Calling 
them "monuments of incapacity,” be¬ 
cause they had decided to widen Wash¬ 
ington street from Chauning street to 
Centre ou the south iustead of the north 
side, was rather strong language for a 
local paper to use, but probably that and 
some other phrases slipped through the 
proof-reader’s hands without a careful 
consideration of what they implied. The 
members of the city government are 
serving the city to the bes: of their 
ability, we believe, and they are men 
who will compare favorably for honesty 
and honorable dealings with any who 
might be uamed. Honorable men are 
naturally sensitive to such aspersions, 
and how can we expect such men to 
accept office in Newton, if while they 
are serving the city to the best of their 
ability, and with a strict regard to public 
interests, they must expect to be abused 
in this way every time some pri¬ 
vate interest is disappointed. A local 
paper has to maintain a reputation for 
lairness in treating of public matters, 
and public officials, aud although the 
following of such a rule may at times en¬ 
tail some pecuniary loss, it will be the 
gainer in the end, and we believe that if 
the Journal had read the article in ques¬ 
tion careiuily it would not have assumed 
the responsibility for it. 

So much for the ethics of the case. 
As for the misstatements of fact, the 
writer probably did not take due pains to 
inform himself, as no one would be so 
foolish as to make assertions that could 
be so easily disproved. So many rumors 
have been floating round, that perhaps 
it was not easy to get at the exact facts, 
without the trouble of a long visit at the 
city engineer’s office and a careful study 
of the plans, and if this had beeu done, 
the article might not have been written, 
and it certainly would not have been in 
that form. 


ctslon for unfair criticism, the chairman 
of the highway committee and the presi¬ 
dent of the Common Council have been 
made a committee to act with the 
mayor. Settlements will be a work of 
somo time, as the taxes for this year will 
have to be paid and the rate is not yet 
tlxod, deeds will have to bo looked up, 
and a vast amount of dotailod work gone 
through. Work will have to be begun 
on the widening of the street before any 
money can bo paid over, and it is expec¬ 
ted to begin work about the first of next 
month. 

When private interests are opposed to 
those of the general public, the former 
have to give way, which is a truth that 
all recognize, even if they do not like it 
when they themselves are afTectod. The 
widening of Washington street is a 
measure of such imperative necessity, 
that almost any menus of doing it would 
have been welcomed by the public, and 
the board of aldermeu were fearful that 
the whole project would fall through if 
the work was done in an extravagant 
fashion. By following a conservative 
courso, they will be able to exteud the 
widening through Park and Tremont 
streets to the Boston line, and so give 
the West End cars a chance to come up 
to Nouantum Square, and the Newton 
people will have the beueflt of a tive-cent 
fare to Boston. This would be of more 
immediate advantage than any other 
improvement thnt has beeu carried out 
in the city, and will add largely to the 
growth of Newton. Orders for the ex¬ 
tension of the street wideuiug will prob¬ 
ably be presented early in September. 


size the fact that this is a free country, 
and is bound to continue so. The 
Sonator wields a vory vigorous pen, and 
probably Mr. Evans wishes he had not 
called out this last letter. 


The Boston Journal has endorsed 
Gov.

There has beeu a good deal of criti¬ 
cism of the highway department for its 
course in scraping off the dirt and dust 
so carefully, and people have boon fear¬ 
ful that such a practice was destructive 
to the road, and have complained that 
the road bed wns being carted off. But 
it seems that the highway department aro 
right and the critics wrong. Arthur 
Warren, who has been studying up the 
manner in which macadamizod roads 
aro cared for in England, where a poor 
road is unknown, writes to the Boston 
Herald that they are all kept carefnlly 
scraped and all dust and dirt removed. 
If a road is properly constructed, as tho 
newer Newton roads aro, they wear 
down evenly, and leave a smooth surfaco, 
and it is impossible for any stones to 
work to the surface. The older roads 
which were made of a heap of cobble 
stones covered with gravel wore hardly 
worth the labor of making them, as the 
more they were used tho worse they got, 
aud the keeping of the stones covered 
with a layer of dust and dirt was a 
necessity. But such roads are not built 
nowadays, except on side streets, ntid 
they ought never to be acoepted by the 
city. The Herald, in speaking of tho 
present form of street watering, says 
“the drenching of macadamized streets 
with water is a great nuisance, and im¬ 
perils wheelmen very seriously, in caus¬ 
ing their bicycles to slip on the groaso- 
like surface. And when the mud dries 
it cakes and makes the way disagreeably 
rough. The Boston park department, 
>vliich maintains its splendid roads in 
perfect repair at comparatively little ex¬ 
pense, sets a good example by using a 
form of watering cart that produces a 
gentle and even spray, just sullloieut to 
moisten the surface well without flood¬ 
ing it. The consequent economy of 
water is a considerable advautage in it¬ 
self, and while, perhaps, sprinkling 
may have to be done more frequently, 
the cart does not have to be filled so 
often.” 

The order adopted Monday night for 
the layiug out of the last section of tho 
boulevard ensures the completion of that 
great improvement the preseut year, 
aud the benefit to the city from the un¬ 
dertaking is already apparent, in the 
way of increased valuation of property, 
aud the opening up of a vast extent of 
undeveloped land, which is being 
bought up as sites for handsome resi¬ 
dences,

They Are the Grandest .Monuments of the 
Fast la the Orient. 

The ruins of fiaalbeo, the ancient 
metropolis of Syria, especially those ou 
the “platform” where the temples stood, 
are the grandest iu the orient. The 
platform referred to above and upon 
which tho largest of the famous Baalbec 
temples were erected is au artificial 
mound about 30 feet higher than tho 
surrounding plain, which gave room for 
immense vaults under tho gigantic 
structu.ds which in ancient times graced 
the “wonderful city of the east. ” 

“A good idea of tho immensity of 
these ruined temples may be gained 
when it is known that there aro several 
stones in what remains of their founda¬ 
tions which aro (55 feet long, 15 feet 
wide and 13 feet thick, niul what is 
still more remarkable some of these 
giant blocks of limestone were raised to 
a height of 20 feet from the ground. 
Three temples formerly stood upon the 
artificial platform—the Temple of the 
Snn, the Temple of Jupiter aud the 
great circular temple. The first was 200 
feet long by 160 broad and was sur¬ 
rounded by Corinthian columns of gran¬ 
ite 75 feet high and 7 feet 3 inches iu 
diameter. Six only of these immense 
columns now remain standing. The 
ruins of tho Temple of Jupiter stand ou 
a portion of tho artificial mound some 
10 feet lower than that upon which 
tlioso of the Temple of the Sun are now 
scattered about. Its dimensions were 
originally 230 by 120. The circular 
ruin, almost as imposing as either of 
the two whose dimensions aro given 
above, is supposed to have beeu the 
chief seat of tho sun worshipers of very 
auoiout times. The gigantic blocks of 
stone which contributed toward forming 
tho graceful outlines of this once most 
famous circular temple were so scatter¬ 
ed about by the earthquakes of 822, 975 
aud 1759 that its dimensions iu feet 
cannot bo accurately given. These throe 
temples and the platform upon which 
they were erected wore once surrounded 
by a wall which was a wonder within 
itself, many of the separate blocks which 
formed it being 30 feet long, 15 feet 
wide aud j 2 feet thick. ”—St. Louis Re¬ 
public. 

MARRIAGE IN KOREA. 

A Simple Ceremony, but With It Comes 

the Dignity of Manhood. 

Korean girls, according to Mr. H. 8. 
Saundersou, after enjoying freedom till 
they are 8 years old, aro consigned to 
tho women’s quarters, where they live 
iu seclusion till they are married at 16 
or 17 years. After marriage tho woman 
is allowed to see no man hut her hus¬ 
band. The boys, on the other hand, aro 
taught that it is undignified for them to 
enter tho women’s part of the house. 
They never see their brides till the wed¬ 
ding day, all having been arranged for 
them, often when both bi’ide and groom 
are infants. 

Tho marriage ceremony is very sim¬ 
ple. The biide and bridegroom invite 
their most intimate friends to assist 
them in dressing their hair iu the man¬ 
ner befitting their new estate. Theu the 
bridegroom mounts u white pony, which 
is led by two servants, while two others 
ou either side support tho rider in his 
suddle. Thus he proceeds to the brido’s 
house, accompanied by his relatives. At 
their destination they find a pavilion 
erected iu tho courtyard of tho house, in 
which the bride and her relatives u v e 
awaiting their arrival. A goose (the 
Korean symbol of fidelity), which the 
bridegroom brings with him, is theu 
produced. 

Tho bride, who bus to cover her face 
with her lung sleeves, aud tho bride¬ 
groom theu bow to each other until 
their heads almost touch the ground. 
This they do three or four times and aro 
then man aud. wife. A loving cup is 
pussed round, and then the bride is 
taken off to tho women’s apartments of 
her husband’s home, where she is looked 
after by her mother aud mother-in-law, 
while the groom entertains his friends. 
The husband must maintain his wife 
properly and treat her with respect. 
Murriuge is the great event iu a Ko¬ 
rean’s life, for he theu attains man’s 
estate. Before marriage, no matter how 
old he may be, ho is treated as a hoy, 
ami has to maintain a deferential atti¬ 
tude toward tho married men, even 
though they be only half his age.—Pop¬ 
ular Science Monthly.

The game that was played at North 
Falmouth a few weeks ago was instiga¬ 
ted by one of the Watertown men and 
was to be a friendly contest between the 
Watertown and Newton men who are 
sojourning at Nortn Falmouth. It was 
in no wav a repreaentative team from 
either place. The Newtons were defeat¬ 
ed and accented their defeat in a friend¬ 
ly way. It is well to add at this point 
that had the Watertown men observed 
the rules of the game as regards fouls 
and interfering with the Newton bowlers 
the Hcore would have been very differ¬ 
ent. The Newton men at North Fal¬ 
mouth asked for a ieturn game for the 
purpose of having some fun, and in a 
purely friendly spirit. At 3 o’clock of 
the afternoon ofAug. 3, the day on which 
the game was to take place, word was 
received that two of the Newton men 
could not be present owing to pressing 
business matters. The Newton men, 
after explaining the situation, offered to 
bowl their three men against any three 
men of the Watertown team, but this 
the latter team objected to. Perhaps a 
little explanation on this point would 
show ttie ungentlemauly feeling that ex- 
existed. Three men came from Water- 
town to bowl, one of them being a new 
man and deemed an inferior bowler as 
compared with the other members of 
the team. The situation was explained 
to him and if he had performed a gentle¬ 
manly act by withdrawing, the game of 
three men might have taken place. The 
Newton men then offered to bowl their 
three men against Watertown’s five men, 
Messrs. Tapley and Dearborn offering to 
bowl in the place of the two men absent, 
but this was declined. The game was 
postponed for two weeks. 

The author of the article referred to in 
the paper has not ouly distorted facts, 
but has placed the matter in a very un¬ 
pleasant situation before the public. 
The Newton players have every reason 
to believe that they are gpntlemen them¬ 
selves, and supposed thoy were dealing 
with gentlemen, but are very sorry to 
learn that they were very much mis¬ 
taken. 

The comment as regards score as made 
by the Watertown men was a good one. 
that is not questioned. It probably was 
the biggest score they ever put up or 
ever will again. The trouble with the 
Watertown men is that they have had 
swelled beads ever since the game and 
no water or other substance has been 
able to reduce the swelling. The state¬ 
ment that "Tapley was the only man of 
the five that played on the old league 
team,” is correct, although the Water- 
town Enterprise denies the fact. They 
distort the statement by stating that 
Dearborn was a member of the leacue 
team, hut not the old league team that 
won victories in the Newton Club. The 
Newton men deplore the fact that the 
Watertown team were put to consider¬ 
able expense of time and money, which 
Hf.ems to be their greivance, It is cer¬ 
tainly not probable that any further 
game will be played with this Water- 
town team.

It is au 
interesting character study and shows in 
a somewhat exaggerated form what is 
sometimes observed iu real life, when 
professedly religious raoD bring a scaudal 
upon the cbuicb by failing to ci n orm 
to their professions. They are aillicted 
with Religiosity, which apparently lias 
no effect upon the character. Mr. 
Besaut’s character studies are always 
sharply defined, and iu this case the 
hero, if he can be oalled such, is aided 
by huviug the appearauce of a yo.ing 
seraph. The other tales are acompouud 
of romance aud moralizing so character¬ 
istic of the author. 

MBS. MU8GHAVK—AND HER UL’SBAM). 

This is a very fasoiuatiug story by 
Richard Marsh, which will not be laid 
aside uutil the end is readied. It takes 
up the life of tho daughter of a mur¬ 
derer. who conceals her pareutage from 
her husbaud, uud he ouly discovers the 
secret by overhearing the oouversation 
of a medical expert who was called iu at 
the trial of the father. The deceit has 
no effeot upou the husband, who takes a 
very philosophical view of life, aud 
when he discovers that his wife has 
killed the expert, who was persecuting 
her with his attentions, he goes on as if 
uothiug had happeued, and takes every 
means to shield his wiie from discovery. 
The developments have the iuevitable- 
uess of fate aud eud iu a tragedy, 
which iuvoies all tho priuoipal characters.

Mrs. Ward—it is by that name her bus- 
baud speaks of her—is dniug borue liter¬ 
ary woik about which she does not care 
just yet to say anything. “It is peculiar 
work,” she explaius with the thoughtful 
look that sits best upou her face, “aud 
l do not know when I shall finish it. 
Indeed, I do not like to talk about any¬ 
thing I am writiug uutil it is quite 
done.” 

Of all the hooks that she has written 
Nlis. Ward likes best “TheStory of Avis” 
for many reasons. 

“I have no real favorite,” she explains, 
"among my literary childreu. Some ap 
peal to me for one cause aud some for 
another. I could not choose from them 
my more than the mother of a big fam¬ 
ily, but iu some ways I prefer ’The Stoiy 
of Avis,’ aud then, perhaps, ‘The Gates 
Ajar.’ ‘The Story of Avis’ is a woman's 
book. There are meu who like it, but its 
readers are mainly women.” 

“Few meu could uuderstaud it,” 1 sug¬ 
gest; “only men of exceptionally flue 
natures.” 

"It was writteu for women,” she as¬ 
sents, “aud it is from womeu that the re¬ 
sponse has come.” 

And tlieu the talk drifts, us eveu by 
the Gloucester shore it must ami ou a 
summer holiday, to the New Womeu. 
Mrs. Ward looks ou with fear at the 
threatened spoliaiiou of the home. 

“The newspapers talk,” she says, “of 
‘our clubwomeu’ exactly as they do of 
clubmen. I have heard of a woman who 
belonged to 23 clubs, and when her 
health failed she gave up all out 13 
Now, 1 ouunot see what use a home wo¬ 
man or a really busy woman lias for this 
constant dissipation of club meetings.” 

"They ure said to be educational,” 1 
venture, with the hesitation of a woman 
who doesu’t go to clubs and doesu’t 
know. 

“Yes, I suppose they have filled a want 
aud served an excellcut purpose. Bu. 
now women are carrying them to excess, 
and they are becoming a real danger. 
What do men aud women marry for if 
they do not want to spend their lives to¬ 
gether, aud how cau there be a home uu- 
less there is somebody in it,at least a part 
of Lire time? Uuless we are to give up 
all idea of any such thiug as happiness 
in this world we must guurd the suuctity 
of our homes.” 

“But if both meu aud women go away 
from home, do they uot come back to 
each other fresher for the division?'’ 

“Yes, bufMho club life seems ou the 
point of beoouiiug the whole life, tbe 
home ouly the stoppiug place betwoeu 
times. 1 uui n woman suffragist; have 
beeu fiom girlhood. 1 believe iu the 
broader outlook aud the more earnest 
activities of womeu. What womeu have 
accomplished iu education and iu phil¬ 
anthropic work is uot to be measured.

HEALTH MEASURES AT NEWTON. 

A GENERAL CLEANING UP OF L NHEALTH- 
Fl’L LOCATIONS. 

The Newton board of health has com¬ 
menced a campaign against unhealthy 
tenement houses in the manufacturing 
sections of the city. 

The villages of Upper aud 
Lower Falls have been receiving particu¬ 
lar attention from the health authorities 
and a number of uubealtby places have 
been cleaued out by their orders. 

A small bouse on Mechanic street, Up¬ 
per Falls, which was occupied by Thomas 
Manning, was oue ot the worst cases 
which has beeu brought to the attention 
ot the board. Several weeks ago Mrs. 
Mauning and two children were sent to 
the Newton Hospital to be treated for 
diphtheria. 

This caused an investigation, which 
disclosed a startling cuudiuou of affairs. 
The house, which is little bet¬ 
ter than a shanty, was in a 
most unsanitary condition. The two 
cbildreu were scantily clothed, aud 
generally uucared for. 

Mauuiug had been out of work, aud 
was reduced to bard straits. The board 
of health ordeied the premises to be va¬ 
cated, aud condemn the bouse. Man¬ 
ning failed to leave when oidered, and 
Weduesdav was evicted. The two child- 
dreu were seut to he Newton almshouse 
>nd made comfort »t»le. The father 
lias now obtaiued work at the Pettee ma¬ 
chine shops.

NOTK8 OF INTERESTING FEATURES 
TAKEN BY A NEWTON I.ADY. 

For a strong severe looking old fellow, 
Green Mountain certainly assumes the 
most womanish airs and graces, very 
much like a ooquettish maiden. There 
are days at a time when he doesn’t deign 
to show himself, but hides com¬ 
pletely under a thick gray mantle. Then 
it is his head only that the lllmy veil en¬ 
velops, from behind which he coyly 
peeps out; then his head smilingly ap¬ 
pears, while he allows the soft covering 
to slip down over his shoulders iu light 
gauzy folds. At other times he stands 
out in his rugged dignity and grandeur 
as if inviting closer inspection and a 
nearer acquaintance. Ou one of these 
occasions, two sturdy pedestrians deter¬ 
mined on a visit to the imposing guardi¬ 
an of “the desert mountains.” There 
are now but two ways of reachiug the 
summit, as the railroad has been dis¬ 
continued. One is by a carriage road, 
rough but picturesque, the other by tho 
more direct, difficult, yet wild and 
beautiful bridle path. A quiet meadow 
was first crossed, passing on the way an 
Indian camp, which like moBt others of 
its kind, is much more attractive at a 
distance. Soon the ascent began and 
the path grew very rocky, winding 
through spruce and hemlock thickets, 
occasionally crossing the bod of a brook. 
At last a gorge was reached, at the be¬ 
ginning like a quiet sylvau dell, but 
further up the walls grew more precipi¬ 
tous and at the bottom the rocky brook 
bad, telling the story of past ages when 
tue mountain torrent wore its way down 
through the hard rock, which had to 
yield to the steady irresistible force of 
the water. The way is often blocked by 
broken tree trunks and huge boulders, 
while rocks rise in places, to fifty feet, 
dripping with moisture from off their 
mossy sides. About three quarters of a 
mile up the gorge is a lofty rock, like a 
great shelf surmounting a precipice. 

Hero nature is in her wildest mood and 
apparent chaos reigns while the weird 
effect is increased by the roar of a cata¬ 
ract that dashes itself into prismatic 
spray against its rocky prison. A walk 
of one hundred yards along a rough 
track, and a little more hard climbing, 
suddenly reveals the grand panorama of 
sea, land and sky, from far west on the 
Maine coast, almost to the borders of 
Nova Scotia. Directly in front is the 
whole mountain rauge, fifteen peaks m 
all, their sides covered with a scrubby 
evergreen growth and nestling quietly 
in the valleys many beautiful lakes and 
coast indentations. 

In the near distance Blue Hill looms 
up, giving in its soft coloring the evident 
reason for its name. The low-lying hills 
on the mainland give a fitting back¬ 
ground for the beauty of the sea. Love¬ 
ly Frenchman’s Bay stretches away to 
the east, its shores dotted with cottages 
and the favorite summer resort of Sor¬ 
rento. Near is the harbor guarded by 
its Porcupines and providing a safe 
anchorage for the tiny craft as well as 
the great yachts that dot its waters. 
The town looks very small at this eleva¬ 
tion, and the sixteen hotels resemble the 
wooden houses iu a toy village. Tue 
graudeur of nature’s display is sadly 
marred by a dilapidate! hotel on the 
summit, a visit to wbiob is often fraught 
with disastrous consequences to some, 
and which may account for the fr. quent 
disappearance of the summit un-er irs 
gray tissue. The glories ot the earth 
aud se » have he u spread out before Uh 
and the spleudor of the ►uose’: is yet to 
come, but a strong material attraction 
draws us downward—tho dinuer bout 
approaches, which with a Bar Harbor 
appetite is an event to be anticipated, 
enjoyed and rarely repeuted of. 

It is quite the proper thing here for 
the “rusti tators” to be very much inter¬ 
ested in each others business—that is on 
the outside.—so the fashion has come 
about to visit the various hotels, inspect 
the registers, possibly meet old acquaint¬ 
ances, and at least see what is goiug ou 
nnd compare notes. Such au expedition 
was indulged in recently by a small parly 
of summer soj turners which proved to 
be interesting as far as an iuspectiou of 
tho hot-ls was concerned—the guests 
were either scattered or were to come. 
The great Kodick was naturally the first 
to attract, and it was an easy mitter to 
drift in»» the famous **fl *L» pond” as the 
huge office has been called iu tlie days of 
its former greatness lr seemed to uo*d 
restocking for it was us empty as a con¬ 
tribution box and not the most fascinat¬ 
ing angler could laud n fish at present, 
no matter how tempting the bait. A 
glimpse into the vast dining room, still 
unused, told the same story, full of 
emptiness. The parlor would be a pleas¬ 
ant apartment with two hundred occu¬ 
pants, but now the chairs, at telephonic 
distauces, still await those occupants. 
However, the house hasu’t been opened 
long, the outlook for the seasou seems 
promising, aud doubtless mauy will re¬ 
turn to the famous old hotel with some¬ 
what the sime feeling that students do 
to their Alma Mater. 

Djwu by tLe water is another hotel 
that under new management hopes to re¬ 
vive its old popularity. The West End 
certainly has au attractive exterior aud 
pleasant grounds, but one of its chief 
claims to distinction in decorative effects 
is its office. It was designed by Mr. 
Shaw of X. Y.. the well known sculptor, 
and with its Moorish decorations, high 
ornamental fire-place, cushioned seats 
mound the columns and haudsome port¬ 
ieres, it|certainly makes a pleasant im¬ 
pression upon one’s first entrance to the 
hotel. The dining-room h ts still more 
beautiful aud unique decorations, each 
pillar which supports the roof, being h 
solid mass of evergreen. It is not ouly 
pleasantly suggestive of coolness aud 
shade, but has the resiuouH fragrance of 
the woods. The house has been open a 
mouth and now Uhh forty guests, a fact 
which greatly encourages the gentleman¬ 
ly uew proprietor. Walking up from 
Main street it is a very uatural thing to 
drop into the Marlborough, whose pleas¬ 
ant verandas seemed very tempting to 
the guests on the mild summer evening, 
as the parlors weie deserted for the more 
attractive out-of-doors. It is a quiet, uu- 
preteutioui house, hut has a desirable 
locttion for those that like the ever- 
varying life of the town. Off to one side, 
between the busy street aud the water is 
the Louishurg, differing hut little from 
the other houses externally, except for 
the air of life aud activity around it The 
difference is apparent »he moment one 
Hteps into its cheery i Uiee, for handsome 
Oriental rugs, an attractive fire-place and 
general ail of welcome impresses one 
verv strongly. I assing along to the 
parlor, the feeling of being in a hotel 
vanishes immediately, for the c <»y 
corners, draperies, ornaments, prettily 


shaded lamps and general air of oomfort 
give the guest a fooling of homo and an 
impulse toward sociability that is seen in 
the little groups collected around the 
several tables. 

The music hall is a handsome apart¬ 
ment, fitted up in the samo attractive 
way with rugs, comfortable chairs and 
inviting sofas and coucbeB. It is not 
misnamed, as an excellent orchestra fur¬ 
nishes music twice a day for the enter¬ 
tainment of the guests. One very beau¬ 
tiful and unique feature of the room is 
a hand-painted frieze extending all 
around, which is not only wonderfully 
effective but even more beautiful on a 
close inspection than in general effect. 
The dining-room offers great attractions 
three limes a day,and its delicate flowery 
papered walls, open fire-place, small 
tables fitted with dainty linen, and hand¬ 
some dishes, its white gloved, sable-hued 
waiters promise results in the oulinary 
lino which never fail. These same hontc- 
liko touches tnay be seon all over the 
bouse and the reason will be well under¬ 
stood when it is known that tho pro¬ 
prietor is a woman, whose natural taste 
for home adornment, combined with 
business knowledge and rare executive 
ability bave made tbe Louishurg tho 
most select and probably the mo9t popu¬ 
lar house in Bar Harbor. This prelimin¬ 
ary view of some of the hotels may in¬ 
troduce us to some of the festivities in 
them later in the seasou.

WALLED GARDENS OF ENGLAND 


A DELIGHTFUL HOUSE OF PRIVACY WHICH 
IS DENIED TO AMERICANS. 


("Lonnger” In the Critic.) 

The modern craze for tearing dowu 
fences aud throwiug one’s lawn into the 
street seems to me about ou a par with 
hotel life. It is the community rather 
than the home idea. A hundred fami¬ 
lies living in one small park, with nothing 
but the surveyor’s map to show one his 
own boundary lines—it is to me detest¬ 
able. It is at good that the effect is so 
much pleasauter on the passer-by than a 
lot of ugly fences. In the first place, 
why should wo care more for the passer¬ 
by than for ourselveR, and in the second, 
why should the fences be ugly? If you 
have a country place, you want to culti¬ 
vate flowers, and how can you do this if 
your ueigbbor’s dogs gambol over your 
garden? You want to sit out under your 
own viue or fig tree, aud you are in plain 
sight of every stranger who comes that 
way. You are living iu the street; you 
have no privacy; you might as well sit 
on the curbstone to drink your morning 
coffee. A man’s house is his oastle; it 
should not be a peep-show for his fellow- 
townsmen. There is nothing in all Eng¬ 
land that we admire more thau the walls 
about tho gardens, not only for their in¬ 
trinsic beauty, but for the sense of re¬ 
tirement behind them all. And why 
should we uot have them at home? I 
had the pleasure, one afternoon last 
summer, of taking tea with Mrs. F. D. 
Millet in her beautiful garden in the vil¬ 
lage of Broadway, Eng. Tbe garden ran 
along the road, but it was divided from 
it by a wall some 10 or more feet high. 
If we had been sitting iu the drawing¬ 
room we could not have been more re¬ 
tired, and yet the table was spread out 
under the big trees within swelling dis¬ 
tance of bedR of roses, and with the vil¬ 
lage street on tho other side of the wall. 
How much more oivilized than our way 
6f living in tho public gaze! We will 
come back to the fences as wo grow 
older aud care more for comfort than for 
show. 

The absence of fences is killing the 
love of flowers in this country. When 
we have no fences, we plant shrubs, ii 
we plant anythiug, and the old-fashioned 
garden that our mothers and grand¬ 
mothers cultivated to such perfection is 
a thing of the past. We buy our flowers 
of an itinerant vender in Broadway, 
those of us who cannot affard the luxury 
of the florists’ shops, and we know 
nothing of the pleasures of our own gar¬ 
dens. Look at the gardens of England. 
In London or in the country it is the 
samo; wherever there is a bit of earth, 
be it on the ground or in a window-box, 
there you flod flowers in profusion. I 
should be very sorry to think that wo 
had less love for the beautiful, or that 
we had less seutimeut than our English 
cousins, but the faots are against us iu 
the matter of flowers.

Bacteriology of the Sea. 

Dr. B. Fischer, bacteriologist of the 
1894 Plankton expedition, in his report 
on tho “Microbes of tho Sea,” says that 
microbes capable of germination aro ev¬ 
erywhere to lie found in sea water ex¬ 
cept at great depths. They aro more nu¬ 
merous in the Canary, Florida and Lab¬ 
rador currents than they are in either 
the Guinea or equatorial currents. They 
wero not detected with certainty in the 
ooze of tho ocean’s bed, but were abun¬ 
dant at all depths shallower than 1,900, 
and somo wero found at a depth of 8,500 
feet. Liko tho bacteria of tho different 
diseases, those of tho ocean aro found in 
all shapes and forms, tho spiral pre¬ 
dominating. Nearly all wore found pro¬ 
vided with hooks or suckers, and one 
largo family are reported as being phos¬ 
phorescent. 

A Poor Likeness. 

Here is a good story illustrative of the 
prosaio nature on which art makes no 
impression: 

In Westminster ubbey there is a large 
marble tablet in memory of a famous 
bishop. It is a basrelief, representing 
the bisho])—a portrait—in tho agouy of 
death, sinking into the arms of an al¬ 
legorical femalo figure, presumably in¬ 
tended for tho uugol of death. 

It is said that an aged couple from the 
country were being shown round the 
abboy, uml pausing long before the tub- 
let the old lady remarked to her hus- 
bund: 

“That’s a good likuess of the bishop, 
but,” regarding the ungolio personage 
attentively, “it’s a very poor one of Mrs. 

-. I knew her well, and she didn't 

look liko tliut. ”—Boston Traveller. 

The Put’* lu the Fire. 

“The fat’s in the lire,” indicating 
that un enterprise has suffered disaster, 
is found in very old English times. The 
metaphor is, of course, drawn from the 
light, familiar enough at hog killing 
time, of lard bong melted from the fat 
portions of the cumiss, the upsetting of 
the vessel causing tho loss of the melted 
fat. By a figure of speech, fat is sup¬ 
posed to indicate good luck or wealth, 
and tho “fat’s in the fire” wus synony¬ 
mous with the failure of u promising en¬ 
terprise.

“A SENSITIVE NATURE.” 


As we predicted,the Journal apologized 
for its attack on the Mayor, although it 
expressed surprise that the Mayor should 
have objected to anything it said the 
week before. The late Mr. Tweed of 
New York did not object to being called 
a rascal, as long as he was able to fill his 
pockets, but fortunately Newton public 
officials are not that kind of men aud do 
resent having unworthy motives imputed 
to them. Men who have a character to 
lose are naturally of "a sensitive nature,” 
and such a nature is worth cultivating 
in these times. When a man reaches 
such a state that he does not care what 
is said or thought of him he has reached 
about as low a point in the moral scale 
as he can get. The purity of Newton’s 
-city government depeuds upon the 
‘‘sensitive nature” of the men at the 
head of it. 

On the score of public morality we 
must also object to auother statement of 
the Journal’s. It does make some 
difference to the people what the Mayor’s 
motives are and it is nothiug to be passed 
with a sneer that we have a man in 
office who has a ‘‘sensitive nature,” and 
attempts to carry on the public business 
so that its conduct is free from even the 
suspicion of undue influence from any 
source. 

The attempt to explain away the facts 
stated by the Mayor is au evasion of the 
points at issue. The engineering rea¬ 
sons, as we happen to know, for the 
widening of Washington street on the 
south side from Centre street easterly, 
are not because of the plau adopted west 
of Centre street, but because of the 
bridge at Washington street and the 
turn into Park street. 

It is only fair to assume that the 
Mayor and the dity Council, with their 
own legal adviser, know more of the 
plans for the widening of Washington 
street and the separation of grade cross¬ 
ings aud their relations, one to the othei, 
thau does this writer in the Journal. 

It is firmly establised by an unbroken 
line of prece lents that when a munici¬ 
pality aud a railroad company agree on 
a plan for the separation of grade cross¬ 
ings, that the commission appointed by 
the Superior Court approves the same. 
Especially is this so when the parties in 
interest agreo upon a commission, as 
has been done in cases, hitherto. S j 
that it is quite evident that the Mayor 
speaks “by the caid” upon this mat’er 
of the widening of Washington street at 
Church street, the Journal to the con¬ 
trary not understanding. 

It would be wiser for critics in matters 
of great public moment to first make as 
great a study of such matters as have 
those whom they are so ready to criti- 
aud to remember that while their 
own particular interest or point of view 
-seems all important to them, that, after 
all, it may not be of such great moment 
to the people at large. 


lawyer who wants to conduct the case 
beforehand. Perhaps a safe way would 
be to agree to give him a certain per 
cent, of all that was gained over the 
award made by tho city, and have him 
give a bond to make up any deficiency 
from this award. In this wny, the prop¬ 
erty owner would lose nothing, and he 
would also discover whether there was 
any certainty of his getting more than 
the nward. Another way would be to 
consult some lawyer of high standing as 
to the possibilities of the case. Judging 
from what is reported, many have al¬ 
ready decided that it is wiser to take a 
certainty, rather than to run the risk of 
loss by engaging in a contest, It is tho 
owner who has something to loso and so 
he should get his advice from perfectly 
disinterested parties. 


Some of the awards made for the 
widening of Washington street have ex¬ 
cited a good deal of curiosity, and many 
people have asked why the largo award 
was made to the Hyde estate. The plan 
is to round off that corner of Washing¬ 
ton and Centre streets, beginning at 
Bacon’s block and taking in a very small 
corner of the Ivy lot. Not many feet 
will bo taken, but it will necessitate a re¬ 
moval of the buildings that have Rtood 
there so many years, and it Is said tho 
Highway committee considered tho diffi¬ 
culty of moving them in making their 
award. This action of the Highway 
committee, in taking auy land at this 
corner has been criticized as unnecessary 
and “a wasteful extravagance,” ‘‘unjust 
to the living and posterity who have to 
pay for it,” aud some of the committee 
are said to think the order for wideuiug 
the street at this point might be amend¬ 
ed with advantage to the oity. It would 
save lots of trouble to leave it out, 
and many think it would be 
wiser to wait until some change is to be 
made in the building, before any action 
is taken. The other corner of the street 
is to be rounded off, beginning from 
French’s brick blook, for the widening 
of Washington street as far as the rail¬ 
road track, aud that will leave a very 
wide space. While the Highway com¬ 
mittee is desirable of making the street 
as handsome as circumstances will per¬ 
mit, they cau never make the street an 
attractive one under present conditions. 
In other parts of the city, where streets 
are to be widened the abuttors meet the 
city in a liberal spirit, and the residents 
there are objecting very strongly to the 
spending of any money for merely senti¬ 
mental purposes, or any more money 
thau is absolutely necessary on Washing¬ 
ton street. It is said that the city so¬ 
licitor is considering the question of 
amending the order, so that this corner 
need not be disturbed. There would be 
so much more money left for tho pur¬ 
chase of the bank grounds, and so break¬ 
ing the neck of the jug, about which bo 
much has been said, and which seems 
to he the only objection many have to 
the plan of the committee. 


Among the summer sensations is the 
story of a New Jersey Justice, who at¬ 
tended a pia.ver meeting in New York 
and took the text for his remarks from 
Ezeksel xiii, 18 ‘‘Woe to the women who 
sew pillows-to all armholes.” Tbe Jus¬ 
tice then asked his hearers “What are 
the euormous puffs the women wear,” 
said he, ‘‘but pillows, and what can 
more efficaciously arouse righteous wrath 
than the abnormal and extreme fashions 
of today?” Mr. Catliu went on to say 
that upou entering a car not long since 
he was shocked to see what large sleeves 
the women wore, thereby taking up tbe 
space that belonged to other passengers: 
then he quoted tbe Bible veise, tnucb to 
the dismay of the women present, who 
had smiled incredulously when he au. 
nouuced that he bad scriptural au¬ 
thority lor his condemuatiou of the 
fashion. “If these women 1 saw in the 
street car had read their Bibles,” he con¬ 
cluded, “they would no! be seen in pub¬ 
lic places in such attire.” The women 
present unauimou.dy decided that Justice 
Catliu was a ciauk, and his campaign 
agaiust tbe balloon sleeves will probably 
be quite as successful as that of the 
Southern minister against the bicycle. 


TiiEitK bas been some question as to 
how the awards on Washington street 
were made up, whether the figures of 
tbe two appraisers were takeu without 
revision, or were revised by the asses- 
■sors and the highway committee. It is 
not a matter of very great importance, as 
the main thing is that the awards have 
been made. To outsiders, who do not 
own property ou the street, the awards 
seem very liberal, us they are greater 
thau any of the property has sol 1 for in 
recent years, and much more thau the 
property would have brought in the 
market had not the street been widened. 
A large proportiou of the property 
owners seem to recognize this aud are 
disposed to accept the award without a 
legal coutest, which would iuvolve more 
or less expense iu the way of lawyers’ 
fees, aud with a chance of uot receiving 
as much as has beuu awarded. An in¬ 
structive bit of history is remembered 
by many iu connection with the widen¬ 
ing of the Uostou iV Albany road some 
years ago. A geutlemau owned an estate 
that was needed, aud had very exalted 
ideas about the pi ice. He asked $7,500 
aud as tho Uostou A- Albany wished to 
avoid auy contest, it offered him $5,500, 
which was much more thau the estate 
was woith. Acting uuder the advice of 
his lawyer, he refused this sum, aud car¬ 
ried the case into court. It was left out, 
by the oourt’s decision, to referees, who 
awarded tbe owuer $3,200, but the size 
of the lawyer’s fee is not stated, although 
it had to he paid out of this sum. It is 
always well to consider the costs, before 
engaging iu a coutest of this kind, and 
to make a careful bargain with the

The uew boulevard a'tracts many for its 
magniticeut views, aud now that Boston 
has beguu work on the Boston link,Cum¬ 
in mweulth avenue will soon be open 
from the Boston Public Garden to the 
Charles River, and it promises to be oue 
of the most popular drives out of Bos¬ 
ton. 


than any of the other enterprises that 
will cost very much more. The oost of 
this widening will uot be very great, and 
every one seems to be in favor of it. 
Boston has promised to widen its part 
of Tremont street as soon as Newton 
takes action, and then it is to be hoped 
Boston will fix up the road bed, which 
is now the most atrocious piece of road 
anywhere about Boston. It is said that 
the contractor who recently laid tho 
sower there was to put the street iu good 
condition, but ho lias not done so. 


The heavy rain of Sunday morning 
showed the difference botween a well- 
made road and one that was poorly con¬ 
structed. The latter was badly washed 
aud left in bad condition, full of cobble 
stones aud ruts. The modern roads 
were not harmed to any great extent, 
and when the covering was washed off, a 
smooth surface of small stones was left, 
which was soon ground down again. It 
only proved that a good road is more 
economical than a poor one. The city 
teams have boen kept busy all the week 
cleaning out the saud that was washed 
into the gutters and street drains. Out 
in the country many of tho roads were 
left in a horrible condition. It was the 
severest rain storm we have had this 
season, ns uearly an iDch and a half of 
water fell in a few hours. 

Boston is not to have the pneumatio 
tube postal delivery after ali, as the City 
Solicitor has declared the law giving 
away such a valuable franchise for noth¬ 
ing unconstitutional. The company in 
grasping for too much, lost everything, 
which is a not uncommon result wheu 
people are too greedy. Perhaps this 
occurrence may mark the beginning of 
the end of the practice cities hereabouts 
have followed, of giving away everything 
that any corporation asked for. It is 
estimated that if Boston received a pro¬ 
per return for the franchises it has given 
away, that the income would pay nearly 
all the city’s expenses. Tax-payers 
should ponder over this. 


The Storage Battery street car has not 
been heard from in somo years, but an 
effort is again to bo made in its behalf 
by the New York aud Harlen Street 
Railway Company, and it is having the 
cars built, and will put them on within 
00 days. Tbe old and too familiar 
stories of the greater economy of the 
storage battery, of new inventions which 
have corrected all the old errors, etc., 
are being told, and the experiment will 
be watched with interest, even by those 
who have become sceptical of any stor¬ 
age battery scheme. 


A special to the Boston Herald, this 
morning, from Newton, said that a peti¬ 
tion was in circulation among the prop¬ 
erty owners on the lower part of Wash¬ 
ington street, asking the city council to 
reopen the question of widening of the 
street from the tunnel to Centre street. 
This is hardly news, as such a petition 
bas been in circulation for the past two 
weeks, and at last accounts had only two 
signatures, neither of which were those 
of property owners. Perhaps more have 
been persuaded to sign siuce then, but 
after the wholesale abuse that has been 
heaped upon the city council and the 
Mayor, there is very little prospect of 
their gran ting the petition. Molasses 
catches more flies than vinegar is an old 
proverb that has a modern application. 
if by any possibility the question should 
be reopened, it would ouly be to amend 
the order so that all the wideuing would 
be on the south side of tbe street, as far 
as-the Washington street railroad cross¬ 
ing,. but possibly this can bo done with¬ 
out reopening the whole questiou, which 
wouldi entail only a useless delay.

A POINTER FOR THE CARELESS. 

How Unused Knit way Ticket* May He Re¬ 
deemed at Slight Cost. 

Some men with valuable unused rail¬ 
way tickets ou their hands sell them to 
scalpers, while others go to the railway 
company that issued them aud obtain 
their value iu money. Most nteu, how¬ 
ever, do neither, aud accept the loss 
when tho ticket is worth less than a dol¬ 
lar. Indeed, many men do uot realize 
that railway companies stand ready to 
redeem unused tickets eveu of small 
value, so that the companies must be 
richer by many thousands of dollars 
per year by reason of this neglect or ig¬ 
norance. 

Every railway ticket bears tho name 
of the geueral passeuger agent of the 
road issuing the same. It is a simple 
matter to inclose the ticket with a let¬ 
ter directed to the geueral passeuger 
agent asking him to refund the money 
puid and explaining the reason why 
the ticket is left unused iu the hands of 
tho purchaser. It is courteous to inclose 
a stamped envelope iu which the money 
may be returned. 

When all these things have been done 
the company usually acknowledges the 
receipt of the ticket holder’s communi¬ 
cation aud promises to investigate the 
matter. The investigation consists in 
the proper identification of the ticket 
aud a little bookkeeping to set all right 
in the accounts. Theu the purchaser re¬ 
ceives from tho company a check for the 
amount due, along with a letter request¬ 
ing acknowledgment on the part of the 
recipient. That* closes the transaction 
untl there is uo material loss on either 
side.—New York Sun. 


A City Hunt In a Cherry Seed. 

At the timo of tho French Crystal 
Palace exposition a Nuremberg toymak- 
er exhibited u cherry stone within the 
cavity of which he had built a perfect 
plan of the city of Sevastopol, streets, 
railway approaches, bridges, etc.

Lanterns for Bicycles. 

(Boston Transcript.) 

It would be no hardship ou bicyclists, 
and would be a procautiou for the safety 
of foot passengers, if after dark all ma¬ 
chines were required to be equipped with 
at least one light. The alarm bell is 
good as far as it goeB, but it does not go 
far enough, since the movement of the 
machiue is so rapid and noiseless that 
often neither the rider nor the foot pas¬ 
senger realizes their nearness to eaoh 
other in time to give either much ieeway 
for safety. When the act of 1804 was 
drawn up it required the use of lights, 
but somehow that provision disappeared 
before enactment, leaving the law as it 
uow is. The necessity of additional pre¬ 
cautions is more severely felt in the 
suburbs than in the city, for iu the for¬ 
mer “scorching” after dark is becoming 
unpleasantly common.

LOSS OF IDENTITY. 

PEOPLE WHO MYSTERIOUSLY DISAP¬ 
PEAR OR LOSE THEMSELVES. 

Some of Them Walk Out of Home Circles 
nnd Are Never Heurtl of Again—Aberra¬ 
tion of 311ml One of tho Causes—strange 
Cases of This Character. 

In n community of 2,000,000 souls a 
man must bo groat indeed to command 
general notice. The young man who 
comes from the country, leaving behind 
him a happy fireside filled with loved 
ones aud bringing with him only his 
fond mother's Bible nnd a few nnces- 
sarios, to try his luck in tho city, comes 
unheralded, to bo quickly swallowed up 
in a whirlpool of uninterested, selfish 
humanity. Humanitarians are tho ex¬ 
ception here. He does not. fill the ocean, 
and the simple drop ho repi’esents will 
not be missed when he vanishos. 

There are thousands of dark corners 
in a great city, and in one of these he 
may ho foninl dead, with marks of vio¬ 
lence upon him. The coroner’s jnrymay 
find a verdict of “killed by some person 
unknown,” and, unidentified, the poor 
boy finds final rest in the pauper’s grave, 
while the loved ones at home wonder at 
his silenco that is novor broken. The 
merciless waters surrounding the town 
wash unceasingly in and out of dread, 
dark nooks in black, slimy places under 
piers and ferry slips, and objects are of¬ 
ten found there which loving mothers 
and tender sisters should not look upon. 
There are resorts in the great city from 
whence the innocent, unsuspecting 
young man is followed by the assassin. 
There are open places where desperadoes 
lie in wait for victims and kill without 
either mercy or remorse, and for such 
a pittance of plunder that one wonders 
that they make the venture. A great 
event is but “a nine days’ wonder” in a 
great city, for what, length of time will 
tho people bear in mind the murder of 
an unknown man? 

The scenes in the thoroughfares are 
kaleidoscopic, with instant changes. 
The stories of the disappearance and 
wanderings of the people are sometimes 
sad, but they aro frequently amusing. 
In many cases aberration of mind is tho 
causo of disappearance, and while the 
wliolo city is alarmed the object of 
search is innocently wandering among 
the searchers after him aud contributing 
to the lino and cry. 

* Only yesterday I heard of a man who 
came from the west nine years ago and 
found himself iu Providence, so dazed 
that ho lost his identity, aud under the 
first name that came to his mind start¬ 
ed a business which ho continued with 
success there for six years. One day, at 
the end of that time, he wont to Paw¬ 
tucket ou business and again lost his 
identity. Again ho started a new busi¬ 
ness and made a success of it for three 
years when he remembered his Provi¬ 
dence name and returned there recently 
to resume his former occupation. 

It was six years ago, while I was liv¬ 
ing in a flat with my aged parents, that 
a strange caso of aberration of mind 
came under my personal notice. It illus¬ 
trated that the causo may bo grief, while 
other bases show that business troubles 
lead up to it In tho first flat lived a 
physician and his wife, a very estimable 
lady of some 50 years, who was also a 
practicing physician. Both were grad¬ 
uates of medical colleges and they had 
their own patieuts. It may bo granted 
that the lrnly was of sound mind and 
fair reasoning power. Tho husband died 
very suddenly and for threo days the 
widow remained inconsolable, lament¬ 
ing bin unexpected death. 

At tho end of that time she went ont 
alone for a walk. She walked several 
miles up town, ns nearly as she after¬ 
ward remembered, and then turned to 
go home. But everything seemed strange 
to her and she could not decide what 
direction to take. She thought of the 
recourse that comes to every mystified 
porson in a great city and decided to ask 
a policeman to set her right. Bat after 
arriving at this conclusion she could not 
remember the street or tho number of 
tho street where hor homo was, and 
worse than all she could not recall her 
name. She was not addicted to tho use 
of liquor, as this state of affairs would 
indicate, nor was she of a constitution¬ 
ally weak intellect. 

In this dilemma, as she afterword 
told me, she wanted to talk to sume- 
body, just to hear her own voice, and 
she stopped the first policeman who 
came in view. Sho recognized tlie fact 
that the officer might think hor either 
drunk or crazy, but. while she hud en¬ 
tirely lost both her name and address 
from hor mind she \\ias perfectly sane 
ou all other subjects. She asked him, 
first, if ho knew where she lived. He 
stared at her quizzically at, first, seem¬ 
ing to want to suggest an insane asy¬ 
lum, hut her elegant attire and common 
sense face refuted that idea. He simply 
remarked that ho was as ignorant as 
herself of hor address, hut was non¬ 
plused when she followed up her first 
inquiry hy asking him to toll her name. 
It was too much for tho officer. He 
laughingly suggested that sho should 
accompany him to tho station house, 
where the captain might give her tho 
desired information. As a lust resort 
alio went with him. 

Tho captain did recognize hor, for 
when sin* entered the station he greeted 
her as Dr. B., and sho rejoicingly ex- 
olaimed: “That's it! That’s my iiumo, 
but where do 1 live?" Tho captain had 
once presided over the precinct in which 
she lmd lived and was familiar with tho 
place of her removal. He sent an officer 
home witii her, and upon her arrivul sin* 
met my inuiher, to whom sho first told 
of her strange wanderings.

VISITING KNIGHTB GIVEN A WARM WEL¬ 
COME AT TIIE NEWTON CLUIl—A BRIL¬ 
LIANT SPECTACLE AND A GREAT 
CROWD. 

A complimentary reception wan ten¬ 
dered by the Newton Club to Getbsema- 
ne commandery and its guests in the 
handsome clubhouse of the former or¬ 
ganization on Walnut street, corner of 
Highland avenue. Newtonville. last even¬ 
ing. It was one of the notable functions 
of the summer season in Newton, and 
undoubtedly the most elaborate affdr of 
the character outside of Boston thus far 
during conclave week. 

Tiie guests of Gethsemane comman¬ 
dery comprised Ottawa commandery, 10, 
Ottawa. III.; St. John’s, Bangor, Me.; 
Calvary 3, Parkersburg, W. Va.; Clinton 
14, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Pilgrim 70, La¬ 
conia, N. H. 

These organizations formed near the 
depot, with Gethsemane commandery 
acting as escort, after the arrival of the 
7 o’clock train from Boston, and marched 
to tbe clubhouse by way of Harvard 
street. All the bouses along the line of 
march were brilliantly illuminated with 
Japanese lanterns, and colored lights 
blazed everywhere. 

The procession was beaded by the 
American Watch Company baud of Wal¬ 
tham.

NEWTON’S VALUATION. 

THE TAX RATE *14 00, THE SAME AS 

LAST YEAR—A LARGE GAIN IN REAL 

ESTATE. 

The Newton board of assessors com¬ 
pleted its labors last Saturday, and an¬ 
nounced that tbe tax rate would be tbe 
same as that of last year—$14 00 on a 
thousand. 

This announcement will be a surprise 
to tbe citizens atdarge, as a b-gher rate, 
on account of tbe extraordinary expenses 
of the city, was anticipated. 

A good increase in valuation, both in 
real estate and personal property, was 
found. Tbe increase in personal estate 
amounts to more than 1600,000. 

Tbe total valuation is $47,574,690 of 
which $36,664 350 is on real estate and 
$10,400,440 on personal property. 

Every ward in the city shows an in- 
ciease in real estate, and every ward ex¬ 
cept tbe third a considerable gain in 
personal property. 

The largest increase is in Ward 2, 
which shows more advance in real estate 
values than any other ward in the city. 
This increase aggregates $315,950. 

Newton’s state tax is smaller than last 
year.while its county tax ard assessments 
on account of the Metropolitan sewer are 
larger, making its total state and county 
tax about the same as last year. The 
sinking fund and interest on account of 
sewers, and tbe new boulevard, are 
greatly increased. 

Tbe greatest increase in valuation is in 
new buildings, which represent $1,08$.- 
425 of this year's increase. The gain in 
valuation on account of new buildings 
by wards is as follows: Ward 1, $72,550; 
Ward 2. $194,575; Ward 3. $212,225; 
Ward 4. $45,675; Ward 5. $189,300; Ward 
6, $271,200; Ward 7, $102,900. The small 
gaiu in Ward 4 is due to the number of 
houses wiped out by tbe seizure of land 
for the uew bovlevard. 

Ward 6 is still tbe wealthiest ward in 
tbe city, sbowirg tbe greatest valuation 
both in real and personal propetty.

Y. M. C. A. GYM 


A BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE CHANGES 
IN NONANTUM HALL. 


The most valuable addition to the 
Young Men’s Cbristiau Association this 
year is a large and fully equipped gym¬ 
nasium. This is located iu Nonautum 
block and for tbe past two years has 
been used by Miss Wilson of Watertown 
for a gymuasium for ladies. 

It measures 35x65 feel and affords 
ample room foi »U necessary work. A 
large uumber of changes have beeu made 
and additions have be* u made to the ap¬ 
paratus. so that the building is uow fully 
fitted ivitb hoiizoutal ami parallel! bars, 
exteusiou ladders, chest weights, a row¬ 
ing machine, spring board, giaut pully. 
jumping apparatus aud a veiy delicate 
aud costly set of meisuiing msuumeuts. 

New regulation lockers of (he latest 
pattern have beeu placed throughout the 
buildiug. au 1 the gymuasium has beeu 
remodelled to suit tbe.needs of vouug 
men. 

Leading out of tbe main ball are tbe 
physical directors office aud the bath 
room, fitted with sh *wer baths A com¬ 
petent physical instructor has beeu 
secured iu tbe prrsou of Dr. A. G. How¬ 
ard of Boston. 

Dr. Howard is a comparatively vouug 
man aud a receut graduate of 'he Bostou 
University Medical School.

THE PIERCE SCHOOL HOUSE CAUSES A 
HEATED DEBATE — UNDERGROUND 
WIRES—NO QUORUM OF THE 
BRANCH.

Tho Pierce scboolhouse order proved 
a stumbling block at tbe special session 
of the Hoard of Aldermen, Monday even¬ 
ing, and caused a prolonged discussion. 

In tho absence of Mayor Bothfeld, Presi¬ 
dent Degen wielded tbe gavel. 

A communication was received and re¬ 
ferred to the highway committee calling 
attention to the fact that property 
seized on Washington street from Caleb 
F. Eddy had been sold by Eddy, and no¬ 
tifying the City Couuctl not to pay tho 
.award of damage to said Eddy. 

II. A. Inman notified the hoard that 
the Prohibitiouists of Newton proposed 
to hold paity caucuses Tuesday, Sept. 

10 , and asking that suitable polling 
places be provided; retoired to the com¬ 
mittee on elections. 

A communication wa 9 received from 
the Newton Bostou street railway 
company accepting the location for a 
turnout granted on Eliot street, Newtou 
Upper Falls. 

Louis Bunfleld’s claim was referred to 
the highway committee, no claims 
for damage* for injuries received from a 
cave-iu on Walnut street. A communi¬ 
cation was received from tho N. E. 
Telephone Company accepting pole lo¬ 
cations on High'aud aqd Temple streets. 

A bill of $1293 for land takeu for high¬ 
way improvements on Woodland road 
was received from H. B. Darling, and re¬ 
ferred to the highway committee or 
motion of Aldermau Plummer. 

C. W. Whittlesey was given permis¬ 
sion to move two houses from the south 
to the north side of Washington street. 
Ward 3, a distance of 10 rods. 

Alderman Green presented a petition 
signed by Clara L. Pulsifer and others 
asking that a sewer be laid on Birch hill 
road, which was referred to the sewer 
committee. 

AldermauPlummer presented an order, 
which was adopted, transferring the un¬ 
expended balance of the appropriation 
for the Walnut street culvert to the ap¬ 
propriation for the improvement of Ap¬ 
pleton street. 

Tho sum of $1200 was appropriated 
to provide for placing fire alarm and 
police signal wires underground or 
Chestnut, Otis and Washington streets, 
Alderman Tolman, for the public 
property committee, reported that $1000 
would be required to furnish the new 
portion ot the Rice scboolhouse, aud the 
appropriation was accordingly made. 

The same committee reported that 
$75,000 would be required to co struct 
the Pierce scboolhouse at West Newton, 
and recommended that tbe committee 
te authorized to proceed with the work, 
UDder an appropriation of that amount. 

Alderman Plummer iuquired what was 
the original estimate of the committee. 
Aldermau Toiman replied $65,000. 

Aldermiu Plummer thought $21,000 
for hyjjl, $75,000 for the building,aud the 
$5,000 which would be required to fur 
nish it, would make the Pierce school- 
house a very expensive building. He 
knew that the price of build ug ma¬ 
terials bad advanced, but lie did not 
doubt that the contractors could get out 
of it wbole at a much lower figure. 

Aldermau Bullard said every member 
of the committee was disappoiuted at 
the bids. Two members ot the board 
knew what it meant when the school 
board insisted ou the erection of a 12 - 
room buildiug. This would be the large- 
cat scboolhouse in the city and would 
cover 12,000 square feet. Thia fact made 
the quealion of coat a aimple one. The 
expense would be about $6 per super¬ 
ficial foot, aud would compare very fa¬ 
vorably with other achoolhouaes erected 
by the city. 

The cost of erecting the Pierce school 
compares favorably with that of tbe 
Hy ie school bouse. The cost of erect- 
iug our buildings is 10 per cent more now 
than it was six months ago. Good times 
have increased the value of staples. 

The city of Boston could never build 
a 12 room school house for so small a 
sum as $75,000. 

The mayor was at first opposed to so 
large an expenditure, but wbeu he be- 
became cuuveisant with the facts, 
changed hi* mind. The actual cos' of 
the structure is reckoued at $72,500. The 
buildiug would be iu every way a credit 
to the city. 

Aldermau Green regretted that lie 
could uot look at the matter as did the 
aldermau for Ward 3 The original 
estira ites of the cost were $60,000 to 70,- 
000 , aud now the board was asked to ap¬ 
propriate 20 ptr cent more. Whc-n the 
land was puichased for the school bouse 
site the city was asked to pay a large 
price, but no oue dreamed at that time 
of a $70,000 buildiug. 

A comparison was made with the Hyde 
school bouse. That buildiug was a very 
extravagant job, and money was uu- 
wisely spent upou it. Tbe board of 
aldermen did uot wau: to repeat that 
episode. There might have been an ad¬ 
vance in prices, but certaiuly uot enough 
to warraut such an extrav jgaut appro¬ 
priation as asked for. Hu hoped some 
modificitious iu tbe plans could be 
made. 

Aldermau Tolman stated that there 
was a big difference between the esti¬ 
mates of the committee aud the bids. 

Aldermiu Hamiltou thought it was 
uufoituuate that the impression had be¬ 
come prevalent that $65,000 would cov- r 
the expeuses. Where w is tire city going 
at this rate of expenditure? He did not 
believe ill auy pennywise, pound polish 
policy, but feared that the board was 
goiug too fast. 

Aldermau Bullard said it had always 
been a cause of criticism for money to 
be appropriated befo.e the actual cost of 
any enterprise was known. The com¬ 
mittee had tried to avoid this critic sm. 
aud had endeavored to get iuteiligeut in¬ 
formation. Perhaps it would have been 
well for the wards’ interests if a smaller 
appropriation had been asked for aud the 
committee hud blindly iuvoived heavier 
expense. The surplus laud would be 
sold aud the total cost would be far short 
of $ 100 , 000 . 

Aldermau Hamiltou ouuuired if the 
cost could uot be reduced. Alderman 
Bullard replied, “by $3,500.” 

Aldermau White thought $75,000 too 
high a figure for a school house. 

Aldei man Green said when the city 
built the Newtou Highlauds school 
house it set a high standard. The Adams 
school house was a considerably cheaper 
buildiug, and if this cheapeuiug could he 
effected by the public property commit¬ 
tee in the oue case he could see no 
reasou why the same committee could 
uot reduce the cost of the 1 'iurce school 
building. 

A bud precedeut was bsiug set, for 


other wards would not he satisfied with 
less expensive buildings. A litttle pnr- 
ing oould be done to good advantage. 
He considered $70,000 enough. 

In reply to the alderman fionr Ward 2 
Alderman Bullard aaid the whole matter 
resolved itself into a queatiou of the 
number of pupils. Larger schools cost 
more monoy than small ones. 

Alderman Plummer called attention to 
the fact that the gentleman from Ward 
3 , when in the lower hoard, had con¬ 
sidered an outlay of $25,000 for a city 
) stable extravagant. He wondered that 
$ 75,000 for a school house was not con¬ 
sidered equally extravagant. He did not 
believe iu setting so bad a precedent. 

On motion of Alderman Green the 
order was amended so as to provide for 
an appropriation of $70,(XX), and was 
passed as amended. 

Alderman Bullard stated that he would 
vote for the order beoause West Newton 
needed the new school house. An issue 
of bonds to the amount of $70,000 was 
authorized to meet the exponso. 

An ordei was adopted appropriating 
$60,800 for the department expenses 
of the city during the month of Sep 
tember. 

The sum of $2,500 was appropriated 
from tho assessment and collection of 
taxes for 1800 and added to the miscel¬ 
laneous account, to provide for the 
settlement of several heavy suits agaiust 
the city. 

On motion of Alderman Greon, Nellie 
Grace was granted a permit to erect a

Mr. Alexander Gregg, Watertown’s 
veteran undertaker, died at his resi¬ 
dence, 20 Riverside street, Watertown, 
last Saturday morning. He was born iu 
Watortown in 1816, and was 79 years of 
age, being one of the oldest residents, 
born aud brought up lu the town. 

He was tbe son of Hugh Gregg, and 
was edueated at the district sohooi. He 
learned the trade of cabinet maker, and 
for a fow years was foreman of a large 
factory in Newton. He was in partner¬ 
ship with Luther Bent in the furniture 
business for many years. He had 
worked in the Charlestown state prison 
and in the Watertown arsenal as pattern 
maker during the war. 

He started in the undertaking busi¬ 
ness in 1868, having a warm fight with 
George B. Stockwell for tbe appointment 
of undertaker. Succeeding in receiving 
the appointment from the selectmen, he 
opeued wart-rooms in a small shop in 
the rear of his house, and made almost 
all of the tools with which ho worked, 
including his table, chairs, cabinets, 
etc. Later he moved to Mt. Auburn 
street, and then again to Galen street, 
where his warerooras are now looated. 

With the exception of a few years dur¬ 
ing which he lived in Cambridge he 
spent his entire life in Watertowu. He 
was married over 50 years ago, and a few 
years since, with his wife, they celebra 
ted their golden anniversary. He was 
oue of the oldest members of the Under¬ 
takers’ Association, but owing to his age 
had attended but few of the meetings. 
He was for many years superintendent 
of the town cemeteries, and had held 
other town offices. 

Iu politics he was independent, and 
was a beliver in spiritualism. Hu had 
been ill for several months, and his 
death was hastened bv a fall he received 
Aug. 15. A widow, three sons and 
two daughters survive him. HiB sons, 
George and Albert, wore associated with 
him iu the undertaking business. Ilis 
other son, Charles Gregg, is the lending 
clerk at the Watertown arsenal. Hon¬ 
est, upright, and a hardworking man, 
Mr. Greirg won the respect of all the 
townspeople. The funeral was held 
Tuesday.

Some Peculiarities of Icebergs. 

Derelicts and icebergs are among the 
dangers to which vessels are constantly 
exposed, tho latter being perhaps the 
more formidable of tho two, because 
there uro more of them at certain sea¬ 
sons, and there is no telling when one 
of these monsters may heave in sight. 
An ordinary iceberg show’s one-ninth of 
its bulk above water. During the pres¬ 
ent season a number of these masses of 
ice—at. least 100 feet high—have been 
encountered by steamships. It is scarcely 
possible to imagine an iceberg with 900 
feet of its bulk below water. One cap¬ 
tain reports having seen an enormous 
field of ice at least 300 feet high and 
2,000 feet long. It had evidently but 
just turned over, as the upper portion 
was full of sharp angles and points, and 
the water was trickling down its side. 
One of the greatest dangers from ice¬ 
bergs is being in their vicinity when 
they turn over. The sea currents wash 
and melt them into all sorts of funtostic 
figures and points. They melt, below’ so 
much more rapidly than above that the 
center of gravity becomes disturbed, and 
they turn with tremendous force. Some¬ 
times the disturbance is almost equal to 
a tidal wave and is sufficient to upset 
any small craft that may be in its way. 
—New York Ledger.

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IS THIS A NATION OF GRUMBLERS? 

A Hotel Man Hsy* Thnt (IumIii Here Are 
Extremely l(nril to Please. 

“Americans are said to be tho best 
nntured pcoplo in tho world, and it. is 
nlso often said that they will put up 
with more inconvenience and discomfort, 
without grumbling than tho people of 
other countries. ” So spoko a prominent 
hotel proprietor one evening last. week. 
Ho went on : “I do not wish to contra¬ 
dict these broad statements only so far 
ns they relate to our people and our 
hotels. We have by fur the best hotels 
in the world, and this is no idle, Fourth 
of July boast, and yet of all tho people 
on earth our own are tho greatest grum¬ 
blers nnd tho most exacting after they 
have plneed their names on a hotel reg¬ 
ister. 

“To say that they simply want tho 
earth is sometimes putting it mildly. 
They want not only that, but want a 
roof garden on top of it which will per¬ 
mit them to grab the moon. They want 
tho best of rooms, food and drink, baths 
in every room, electric bells, speaking 
tubes, stationery and an amount of wait¬ 
ing on that to satisfy somo of them 
would necessitate providing a ‘front’ 
for about every guest. 

“And, thou, if this is all made satis¬ 
factory, and thero is nothing olso to kick 
about, they kick about tho charges. 
Now, one often hears comparisons made 
between this country nnd Europe, to the 
decided detriment of tho United States. 
If nnything goes wrong, it is immedi¬ 
ately said that such a stato of affairs 
would not be tolerated in Europe. But 
one will notice that unfavorable com¬ 
parisons made betweoq our hotels and 
those abroad aro generally mado by 
Americans who have never visited Eu¬ 
rope. Europeans know better. We have 
the best hotels in tho world, and those 
of London, Paris or Berlin are not to bo 
compared with them. Enlightened for¬ 
eigners will generally readily admit this 
themselves. Just now every guest wo 
have wants a private bathroom, and no 
matter how full the houso is feels ag¬ 
grieved if it cannot be hud. There is a 
man staying iu tho house who recently 
returned from Paris. While there he 
staid at tho best or at least jjho highest 
priced hotel in tho city. But no matter 
what he was willing to pay he could 
not get a private bath. He could not 
even get a bath on the same floor with 
his suit of rooms, but had to go down 
stairs to the hotel’s public baths. 

“Then, again, much has been said 
about the cost of living iu this country 
compared with that abroad. Tho truth 
is, good living custs more in London 
and Paris than it does in New York. Of 
courso I speak of tho comparative prices 
of the really first class hotels and res¬ 
taurants. I like to see our people go 
abroad, ns when they get home they 
are, as a rule, far better *Xisfied with 
their own country than they were be¬ 
fore, and especially with our hotels and 
modes of traveling.”—Now York Trib¬ 
une. _

fore Metz, a handful of chasseurs flung 
themselves into a small red roofed farm¬ 
house, determined to sell their lives 
dearly. They barricaded the ground 
floor us strongly as they were able, and 
from tho upper story opened tiro on their 
assailants.

EARTH W ABB LINGS. 

V WISE MAN MAKES DISCOVERIES 
WITH A PENDULUM. 

An Unsuspected Motlnn Indicated l»y Teat* 
In Colorado's Elevated Capitol -- This 
Hmnc Scientist Once Had nil Experience 
In Hwltxerland. 

It is a curious old contrivance, this 
world of ours. It 1ms more motions than 
Almost any other eccentric body, and 
Iho more it is studied tho more motions 
It has. First of all, it travels about the 
sun ; then it takes a whirl of its own 
accord around itself, liko a top; then it 
wobbles from one end to tho other, just 
a little bit, it is true, but enough to 
make a motion. Now it has another 
quirk, and what that quirk is goodness 
only knows, Ajar now quirk does not 
exist at the equator, but it does at the 
north pole, ft is very slight at sea level, 
but up in tho mountains it is quite per¬ 
ceptible. Anybody can see it if he wants 
to, this iigwly discovered movement of 
the world. 

Suspended from tho lantern of tho 
state capitol building, whjch is that 
tall, thin tower on top of t;if»dome and 
reaching into the subhaseuent is a 
wire. It is of steel, one-sixteenth of an 
inch thick, and on tho end of it is a 
plumb, tilled with wet sand and weigh¬ 
ing about 40 pounds. A wise man who 
once had a similar contrivance working 
in Switzerland has started this one in 
the capitol dome. His observations iu 
Switzerland got him into no end of 
trouble. Ho said the world made such 
and such a movement, or rather that his 
pendulum did, and as tho big pendulum 
did it, then, he argued, the world must 
do it amid its many other remarkable 
acts. But the astronomers came dow’n 
on him like a thousand of bricks. They 
hauled out their papers and their tele¬ 
scopes, their spectroscopes, their picro- 
scopes, their algebras and everything 
else they possessed and proved that the 
experimenting scientist was not only 
wrong, but quite wrong. 

Ho said his pendulum described an 
ellipse. The astronomers said it did 
nothing of the kind, if not interfered 
with, nnd tho w r orst of it w’ns they 
proved it. Now he has proved it him¬ 
self, aud although it reverses his former 
position ho is immensely pleased with 
the result of his observations. The ex¬ 
periment made in the Alps several years 
ago and that just made in the dome of 
the capitol is simple and a very beauti¬ 
ful one. 

The long pendulum was suspended 
aud the center of gravity determined— 
that is, a spot was marked which was 
exactly beneath tho suspensory at tho 
top of tho lantern. The pendulum was 
then carried in a sti’aight line 10 feet to 
the north of the center of gravity and 
released. This gave a full swing of 32 
feet. As any one would suppose, the 
pendulum went as a clock pendulum 
does, backward and forward, but slowly 
it left the straight north and south 
course through the center of gravity, 
veering toward the west. Little by lit¬ 
tle the end of the swing, which should 
have always swung back to the north, 
if it was to keep up the figure described 
by a clock pendulum, gradually crept 
west, until it went through 45 degrees, 
when it was swinging from south to 
north. Then it crept oast aud around to 
the point of beginning. Iu 48 hours to 
a minute almost u complete circle had 
been described. 

The experiment is said to have been a 
complete success. Twice each day the 
pendulum was given a new impetus, its 
own weight and natural laws tending 
to stop it. Before grasping it the scien¬ 
tists conducting the experiment wculii 
carefully sight between the two points 
on the basement floor it was oscillating 
over, and having fixed them to a nicety 
would seize the plumb, carry it to the 
full 10 foot point and release it for an¬ 
other 12 hours’journey. For six days 
this was kept up, and three times did 
that pendulum make a complete revolu¬ 
tion. 

What got the scientist who is now at 
work iu the capitol into trouble in Swit¬ 
zerland was a similar experiment to 
that lie is now making. He went ns near 
the top of a mountain as ho could, and 
from the projecting bough of a tree sus¬ 
pended a 300 foot pendulum. He fol¬ 
lowed there precisely the same methods 
he did in Denver lost week, but instead 
of his plumb traveling iu sharp lines 
bock and forth it described an ellipse— 
that is, it made a long O. 

This struck the experimenter as be¬ 
ing a marvelous discovery. He wrote 
about it in a most learned manner. His 
pendulum did precisely what it did iu 
the dome of the capitol. It made its 
revolution, but the ellipse was what 
caused the immense excitement and 
shook up the astronomers. Now the ex¬ 
perimenter has decided that the ellipse 
was all occasioned by tho give which 
the bough of his tree must certainly 
huve allowed, no matter how stanch 
the tree, and his experiment in the cap¬ 
itol quite bears him out iu this position. 
Tho capitol was selected because it is 
over a mile above the sou level, it is ab¬ 
solutely stationary, uml tho interior is 
free from all outside interferences, such 
as drafts or flying projections. 

It had been stated that the world has 
more quirks in itthuu were ever dream¬ 
ed about, and every time it is tampered 
with something new is discovered. The 
fuct is that it is all the time shuking 
liko an aspen. A basin of mercury 
which Assistant Superintendent Griner 
of the capitol keeps iu the place, mer 
cury being the most sensitive of ull 
liquids, shows the capitol to shake very 
much. Reduced to common measure¬ 
ment, porhups the oscillation is altout 
decimal teii naughts oml one of an eighth 
Ilf an inch, but the shake is there la 
cause the mercury quivers. — Denver 
Republican.

CHANGED AGAIN. 

Tb« Newton Journal has evidently 
changed its editorial writer again, and 
its readers must find difficulty in know¬ 
ing “where they are at.” Two weeks 
ago it printed an editorial denouncing 
the mayor aud the whole city council for 
not widening Washiugton street on the 
north side. The article made so much 
trouble for the Journal that it probably 
had to di«chaige the writer, for it said 
last week “we have no special interest 
to serve,” “we but ask that Washington 
street beyond Cbanning and Centre 
streets be widened to the extent of So 
feet throughout, either upon the south 
or north side, our preference being that 
all the land for widening be taken from 
the south side, without ruuuing the 
lines of the street to serve particular 
interests.” 

As far as the bank grounds are con¬ 
cerned, if the people really wish them 
seized, and are willing to pay the price 
asked, it is not probable that the bauk 
people would seriously object. We 
pointed out last week how a good deal 
of money could be saved towards this 
end, but it is hinted that the Journal’s 
real interest in the matter is a desire to 
have the bank located on the south side 
of the track. There is a fine lot on the 
Varner of Centre street and Centie 
place, which it is said the bank people 
have looked at, and the location of the 
bank there would give a great boom to 
business property in that section. It 
would mean a corresponding loss of 
course to property on the north side, 
which would be less desirable for busi¬ 
ness. 


The assessors have evidently made a 
thorough thing of it this year, as the in¬ 
creased valuation shows. Some of it is 
doubtless duo to the desire to equalize 
assessments all over the city, but the in¬ 
crease is largely duo to the growth of 
Newtou, a largo number of new houses 
having been built the past year and many 
streets having beon laid out, briuging 
much desirable building land into the 
market, and swelling the city’s tax list. 


Senator Quay has again demon¬ 
strated that he is just tho kind of man 
that his party in Pennsylvania like to 
have rule over them, as he captured 
everything at tho State convention. As 
a sop to the proprieties he introduced a 
resolution cottdeming the use of money 
in politics and declaring in favor of civil 
service reform, aud the Pennsylvanians 
are so destitute of a sense of humor that 
they passed it without a snicker. 

Nothing seetns to be the matter with 
Newton’s credit. City Treasurer Kea- 
rick has negotiated a sale of the Wash¬ 
ington street widening bonds, at one of 
the highest prices ever paid for munici¬ 
pal bonds in this stato. The bonds dis¬ 
posed of were 300 in number of the de¬ 
nomination of $1000. Tho entire lot was 
sold to Guy Norman at $1107 50 per 
bond, the city realizing about $33,000 in 
premium. 

Now that the Washington street bonds 
have been sold, the work on widening 
the street will begin at once, and it ought 
to be pushed forward as rapidly as possi¬ 
ble, so as to have the agony over.

The Beauties of Brookside and 
Vicinity. 

Among the New Hampshire hills, not 
far from the foot of Mt. Lowell is situ¬ 
ated a pretty haven known as “Brook- 
side.” It gets its name from the fact 
that a dear, little, mischievous brook 
trips by the edge of the door-yard, till it 
roaches the white dainty bridge, where 
its ripplings and trippings are stilled, 
aud its flow is calm and peaceful. Then 
gathering again its merry gambols, it 
flows onward aud outward widening in¬ 
to a picturesque pond or lake as some 
flattering stranger is wont to call it. 

“Brookside” itself is one of those 
white-painted, green-blinded homesteads 
that New Hampshire is so foud of, and 
which so ofteu produces men of worth 
j and reputation. Let us now go out in 
the boat, aud view this "Brookside” 
from the pond. Now we will rest upon 
our oars, and take in the pleasant effect 
before us. 

The house looks as if peeping out from 
a dense forest of piues and maples. Its 
gleaming whiteness is the more striking, 
contrasted with the deep green of the 
trees, aud, as the most prominent 
feature, stands erect a tall pine tree, 
which raises its head far above all the 
other trees around it. 


slope and pounding down upon the 
bridge, till it resounds liko thundor 
when it rolls over the mountains. Truly 
you would not believe sober-minded 
farmers could bo so giddy or that their 
horses were such Nauoy Hanks racers 
till you just saw it with your own eyes. 
There is one particular horse, which I 
have In mind, who thumps over that 
bridge fit to split every board into 
splinters. Ilis name is Jumbo. Well, if 
somo people say there is nothiug in a 
name, then thoy are mistnken for once, 
for if a quadruped richly doservod his 
cognomen it is Jumbo, of the bandy legs. 
His front feet are decidedly bowed and 
as he lifts first one up then the other, 
and flops them down over the bridge, it 
sounds as though an elephant were 
floundering by. His speed amounts to 
about a mile an hour. I don’t think ho 
has ever run in bis life, and if he has, it 
must have beon suoh a daring exploit 
that bis prudence was shocked for life. 
When Jumbo “planks” across the bridge 
one would surely guess that the bridge 
was a mile in length by the time it takes 
his high mightiness to cross. He is the 
first bow-legged horse I ever experienced 
a sight of, and a wonder, in his way, as 
far as strength and slowness goes. 

There are some most beautiful walks 
and drives hero at Brookside. Bradford 
Springs, which is about a mile, is just a 
nice walk from the house, especially for 
old or fleshy folks. There is a hotel 
there which accommodates a hundred 
guests. Wo Brookside people walk over 
there quite often to take the water, font 
is medicinal, and no one would thinks of 
driukiDg it for pleasure. It has all the 
necessary requirements for despeptic, 
consumptive or the heart-broken patron; 
sulphur and iron warranted to cure, aud 
never will injure. Oh! but you must 
never forget to hold your proboscis while 
you gulp a tumblerful down. If yon do 
forget, then, ye gods and little flsheR, 
don’t ever blame your neighbor. I wish 
every soul may get well who has the 
courage to take a tumbler of that uasty, 
rusty, musty, liquid, for if that is what 
cures, nothing could possibly prevent 
me from being the well-wisher of the 
cured one. It has one redeeming 
feature, it|is as refroshingly cold as cold 
could be. Stiil I should be pretty thirsty 
before I would consume auy of its bene¬ 
ficial waters. But dear reader, I will 
not weary you. If next summer you 
crave rest and peace such as I have 
briefly pictured, then hie you to this 
Brookside, this haven of comfort and en¬ 
joy as I have enjoyed the past ten weeks, 
what length of vacation you are able to 
take aud return to study, business or 
home duties with body and brain rested 
and refreshed.

TAX RATES - ” 

The tax rate is $14.60, the same as last 
year, in spite of the heavy expenditures 
that have been made. This gives New¬ 
ton the lowest tax-rate of auy city in the 
Eastern part of the state, aud there are 
ouly two towns, of those that have re¬ 
ported, that have a lower rate, Miltan 
with $7 and Brookline with $12. Of the 
neighboring cities, Somerville has a rate 
of $15.40; Malden, $15.70; Cambridge, 
$15.70; Waltham, $16.00; Quincy, $16.S0; 
Chelsea, $17; Woburn, $17.80; Lowell, 
$18, and Fitchburg, $18.10 Of the near¬ 
by towns, Watertown, Framingham, Bel¬ 
mont and Peabody have a rate of $15; 
Winthrop. $15.40; Bingham, $10; Hull, 
$17 14; Braintree, $17.00; Wakefield, 
$18.50 and Abingtou. $20.40. Most all of 
these places show an iucreaHe over last 
year, which shows how fortunate New¬ 
ton is in having its growth equal its ex¬ 
penses. 

The comparatively low rate in Newton 
also shows that of all the suburban cities 
and all the towus, except Miltou aud 
Brookliue, it has the lowest rate, in spite 
of the fact that it offers more advantages 
iu the w»y of improvements and schools 
than any of them, aud this also ptobably 
explains the somewhat remarkable 
growth of the city. 

The Pierce school Rouse matter called 
Ota very vigorous debate iu the bjurd 
of aldermen. The original estimate of 
the committee was $65,000, but they now 
want $75,000, as the bids received were 
iu excess of that estimate. This makes 
a rather expensive building, oouuting iu 
the $ 21,000 for the laud, nud the sum 
which will be required to furnish it when 
completed. A school building costing 
$ 100,000 will strike most people as a 
little high, especially as it is ouiy for oue 
district, aud there are several others 
where the need of new buildings is 
urgent. After a vigorous discussion, iu 
which all the members present took 
part, the board out the appropriation 
dowu to $70,000, which was so unsatis¬ 
factory to the chairmitp of the public 
pioperty committee, Alderman Bullard, 
that be resigned his chairmanship. A 
$ 100,000 grammar school buiidiug is a 
long step from “the little red school 
house,” of which so much has been said 
of late, aud to the average oitizeu it does 
seem as if a substantial 12 room build¬ 
ing could be erected tor a good deul 
less than that sum.

cil could not muster a quorum, so they > 
lr tve yet to pass upou the ordor.

Now I think it will be best to como 
into port again, aud sit upou the porch- 
steps with the rest of the group. To 
look across the street, will give us a 
i view of a luxuriant garden, on tl’ . oppo¬ 
site side from the lawn, wherein may be 
found all that the vegetable soul could 
desire. .Such a tempting array of good 
things as grow in that garden, makes 
one’s mouth water. 

Lookiug across the pond, we see the 
retreating hills, upou whose broad slopes 
the gentle cows are grazing. They move

Lives of those in the city are 
full of perplexities, aud ofteu crimes,but 
bore, neat to Nature’s heurt us you can 
uot help but be, your true life is revealed 
and your heart is touched aud softened. 

1 have mentioned before the white 
bridge that spreuds across the little 
brook. But 1 have not said anythiug 
about the thunder which is produced, 
when the farmers come “full-tilt” down 
the hill. The hill is quite a steep oue,

8 KUOT. JOHN RYAN OF NEWTON TO GIVE 
SOUR PERSONAL EXPERIENCES. 

For the past five years the great oeu- 
tre of attraction for all the Newtons, 
Natioks. Wellesleys and all the towns 
adjacent, for Labor Day, has been the 
athletio carnival and merrymaking at 
Newton Lower Falls, under the manage- 
of Rev, John P. Callanan of St. Johu’s 
church.

On those same grounds on Labor day a 
great athlatic carnival and picnic will be 
held. More than 100 athletio events are 
on the program, and over $200 worth of 
prizes will be given out. 

The games begiu at 10 a. m., and con¬ 
tinue till 8 p. m. 

There will be danciug nil day in a tent 
capable of accommodating 1000 dancers. 
There will also be two band concerts at 
3 and 7 p. m., by the Garden City baud 
of 28 pieces. 

A curio tent on the grounds contains 
over $5000 worth of works of art and 
curios gathered by Rev. P. H. Callanan 
from all over the world. 

Eight tug-of-war contests take place at 
intervals during the day in a pavillion 
ereoted especially for this purpose. 
Prizes of $50 in gold go to the winning 
team. The teams consist of 10 meu each, 
and are entered from Brookline, Brigh¬ 
ton, Waltham, Watertown, Somerville, 
South Natick, Natick, West Newton, 
Auburndale, Newtou Upper Falls, 
Wellesley and Newton Lower Falls.

I regret that tho heroine of this story 
did not have a more romantic or music¬ 
al name than "Gumboots Jane.” Had 
it been Faunfoot or Stareyes it would 
have been more pleasing to romantic 
people, and the imagination might more 
easily picture her as a “maiden of the 
forest,” worthy of companionship with 
those fair creatures met with in the 
writings of J. Fenimore Cooper and 
other regulation frontier stories.

** Tno lnuians of southeastern Alaska 
and British Columbiu are far different 
from those of other parts of North 
'Affceriea in disposition and habits of 
life. They are intelligent, vivacious, in¬ 
dustrious and very sociable. They have 
but little of the stoicism and vagrant 
ways of the tribes of the western plains 
and readily adopt our habits of life and 
style of dress. By hunting fur bearing 
animals and working in the mines und 
fisheries they make a good deal of 
money. They also conduct quite a prof¬ 
itable trade in curios with tourists who 
visit this “land of the midnight sun” 
in summer. When out hunting or at 
work, of course they wear rough cloth¬ 
ing, but when visiting with each other 
at neighboring villages, participating 
in the festivities of their frequent dances 
and “potlaehes, ” or attending church 
on Sundays, they dress about as well as 
the white jieople. 

French Bar is situated in British ter¬ 
ritory at the intersection of the Stickeeu 
river and Beaver creek, not fur from 
Telegraph creek, phich is the head of 
steamboat navigation for miners aud 
supplies going into the celebrated Cas- 
siur mining district. The “pay dirt” 
there was neither extensive nor rich, 
aud at the time of which I am writing 
the camp contained only 10 men. As it 
rained frequently during that season 
aud was always cool of nights they lived 
in snug little log cabins, making u vil¬ 
lage just at the mouth of Beaver creek 
canyon. Two miners occupied a cabin to¬ 
gether and owned und worked their claim 
as equal partners, affectionately calling 
each other “purds. ” They subsisted 
from a common supply of provisions, 
took regular turns at cooking and doing 
their chores and slept in the same bunk. 

Dun Nolun was a member of tho camp 
that summer. He was young and boyish 
looking, but his manly demeanor, his 
ready wit, industrious habits and uc- 
commodutiug disposition made him a 
great favorite with his companions. 
He was brought up in Dublin aud con¬ 
sidered tliut city his home, us his moth¬ 
er and only sister, to whom he sent purt 
of each month's earnings, still lived 
there. 

Of course he wus not culled Dan No¬ 
lun, for miners tind nicknames for their 
favorites us well us for others, and 
though uot selected with auy regard for 
U'sthetics or euphony they are generally 
expressive nnd often very appropriate. 
4so Dun was known by the more alliter¬ 
ative name of “Dublin Dan." His pard 
wus called “Joaquin” Jones. When he 
first came to the Bar, he said his name 
was Jones, but us he hud a copy of 
“Sons of the Sierras,” which be read 
aud quoted from with greut freedom und 
frequency, he very soon got “Joaquin” 
us u front name. It wus rumored that 


he hnd a history in Arizona and was a 
bad man when roused. No one inquired 
concerning his real name, sipce in the 
far west it is often taken ns a personal 
insult to ask a man what his natno in 
“the States" was. 

The first time Jane came to French 
Bar another squaw, a good deal older 
nnd much less comely, who I afterword 
learned was her mother, accompanied 
her. If she hnd any other relatives, I 
never heard of them. I did in some way 
hear that she had attended the McFar¬ 
land school at Fort Wrangell, Alaska, 
but never knew certainly whether tho 
report was true or not. Still, ns she 
spoke English pretty well, it is very 
probable she learned it there. 

The Stickeeu Indians, tho tribe to 
which Jane belonged, claim the whole 
Stickeeu river region, extending back 
something like 50 miles into tho interi¬ 
or, ns their country. Bnt they do not 
use the upper portion of it except for 
fishing, lmnring and gathering berries 
in the spring and summer, for in the 
winter they reside on the Alaskan coast 
and the numerous islands near the 
mouth of tho river in the vicinity of 
Fort Wrangell, where they have per¬ 
manent villages. 

Most delicions salmon berries nnd 
two or three kinds of huckleberries grow 
in great abundance along the river, and 
dnring the time covered by this story a 
small party of nntives were camped on 
it. a few miles above our camp, engaged 
principally in picking them. Jane and 
her mother were with this party, and 
almost every day some of the squaws 
would bring down berries in variety to 
sell to the miners. One night soon after 
Jane made her first appearance at the 
bar it rained very hard, causing Beaver 
creek, from which we took our water 
for mining purposes, to rise unusually 
high and flood our main flume to such 
an extent that it broke. This stopped 
work until the break could be repaired. 
Part of the men, therefore, went up 
early in the morning to mend the flnme, 
while the others lounged about the 
camp and the bar, talking, smoking 
and doing odd chores, waiting to begin 
work as soon as thy could get water for 
their sluiceboxes. 

Dublin Dan and four or five others 
were sitting on a large hemlock log near 
the camp, talking and smoking to kill 
time, when Jane came along the path 
by the Jog with a basket of berries. As 
she came In front of a fellow known in 
camp as Jack of Clubs, because of a sup¬ 
posed resembfahcS tO r that rather no¬ 
torious knave, he suddenly put out his 
foot. As she was walking pretty fast 
she tripped aud fell headlong down a 
stoop bank seven or eight feet on to 
som‘5 rocks below, spilling the berries 
and smashing the i^ket in the fall. 

Now, I do not think that Jack in¬ 
tended to throw the girl down the bank, 
bnt he did not have that qpalitv of 
manhood which prompts a i^oble nature 
tQ admit a \vroug t q^d he inclined 
tomate’a joke of the matter. Bnt AS 
Jane lay where she fell Dan quickly 
leaped down and picked her up with 
gentle hands. He wrapped his si Ik liaud- 
k^rcljief around^ her ban^ wliicli was 
bleeding freely from a cut made by the 
sharp rocks. He picked up her basket, 
spoke kindly to her fthd gave her |i to 
pay for the spilled berries. Fortunately 
she was uot seriously hurt, and after 
tLanking Dan and giving him a grate¬ 
ful look she \yent L down to the river and 
joined Tier Jnotner? - 

_ When Dan came back to where the 
men ^vere, he looked angry and said to 
Jack, “Ye blackguard, ye ought to be 
ashamed to do a thing loike that!” 

Jack said ho had no thought of hurt¬ 
ing the girl, but just meant to scare her 
a little, and to turn it off tried to joke 
Dan for the interest he took in her. See¬ 
ing that Jack was not disposed to have 
auy quarrel, Dan’s good humor soon us- 
j serted itself and the affair ended without 
J further trouble. 

In a short time afterward the men 
went to work as usual, aud in the ex¬ 
citement of mining life this little inci¬ 
dent was forgotten by all but Dan. As 
several days passed and the girl did not 
come there any more, ho began to won¬ 
der if her absence wus due to injuries 
received by her full, and he resolved in 
his own mind if such were the case he 
, would take the first opportunity to pick 
a quarrel aud whip Jock for it. After 
about a week, however, one morning 
Jane appeared again at the camp. But 
how changed in appearance ! At first no 
one recognized her. She was very neatly 
dressed in every way, and the gum boots 
were replaced bv a nice puir of shoes; 

| her black hair hung down her hack in 
| two heavy plaits, the ends being joined 
1 with a bow of pink ribbon. In her new 
' suit she was quite picturesque und pleas- 
i ing. and it was not surprising that she 
was not ut first recognized us “Gum- 
boots Jane.” 

But what had wrought this wondrous 
change in so short a time? Hud that 
strange mugic called love, which can 
suddenly transform the girl into a wom¬ 
an and tho woman into a heroine, ready 
to do and dare uuything for her lover, 
touched her heart? Perhaps so. At any 
rate it is certain that Dan’s kind actions 
midwords of sympathy made a deep im¬ 
pression upon this simple girl. Still, 
she was more bashful and shy toward 
him than she had been before she was 
hurt, for, while she came down to our 
cump almost every day, she hardly ever 
ventured within speaking distance of 
Dun, though she would often sit or stand 
where she could see him aud anxiously 
watch him as long u* sho was unob¬ 
served or time would permit. But after 
this had been goipg on for u week or 
two he was much surprised one day by 
her wulking straight up to him, and 
without hesitation saying: “I like you. 
Bud Indian want to kill white man. 
Lookout!" Before ho recovered from 
his surprise or could say a word, she 
turned and walked rapidly away. 

Dan thought over the matter and 
tried to reucli^iome conclusion as to 
what site mean* without uuy definite 
result. But he decided that unless the 
girl knew of some danger either to him 
or his companions she would uot have 
given this warning, und thut it would 
be proper to tell them about it Thar 


snnte day, however, a man called Scotty, 
from Nevada, was down at Buck’s sta¬ 
tion on some business, and on his return 
brought news that caused considerable 
excitement at the bar and explained 
what Jane meant by her warning. He 
said there had been trouble between 
some Cnssiar packers and Indians work¬ 
ing for them, which had resulted in the 
packers killing one of the Indians. Now 
the natives of Alaska and the adjacent 
territory have a law, running hack as 
far as their traditions reach, that when 
a member of one tribe kills a member of 
a different tribe the killing must bo 
paid for with blankets or other prop¬ 
erty, or, if not, then it mu^t be settled hv 
human blood, and a life for n lifo is de¬ 
manded. The tribe of tho deceased will 
then kill one of tho other tribe at the 
first, opportunity. They do not seek the 
person who committed tho homicide, 
bnt take the life of any member of his 
tribe that falls into their power. 

When white men came into this coun¬ 
try. the natives applied this sanguinary 
law to them, and it was well understood 
by nil in onr camp. We knew that ono 
of onr lives might, have to pay for the 
native killed by the packers, nnd we 
therefore agreed to keep a vigilant 
watch for such danger. 

For awhile we carried our gnus with 
ns down to the mines, and no man 
would go away from the camp any con¬ 
siderable distance alone. That as nothing 
more was heard of tho matter onr vig¬ 
ilance rapidly relaxed, and it was soon 
almost forgotten. 

Ono morning Dan was at work on his 
claim. His partner had gone up tho 
river for some purpose, and he was for 
the time being alone, with none of the 
other men even in sight. Ho was nerv¬ 
ous and experienced a vague fear of im¬ 
pending danger. Just then he heard 
footsteps, aud looking up saw Jane com¬ 
ing toward him. She came quite near 
and stopped between where he was and 
the woods that, skirted the monntain far 
away. She did not speak nor even look 
at him. Her eyes were turned in the di¬ 
rection of the woods, and she stood as 
if listening. 

This instead of allaying his nervous¬ 
ness increased it, and lie wished he had 
brought his gun that morning.

She heard him, 
and without moving or looking in his 
direction said: “Bad Indian wanted to 
kill Pan. I save him. ” Then sho seem¬ 
ed about to sink aud faintly asked for 
water. The water revived her a little, 
and she lay there calmly looking at the 
helpless men about her, but gave no 
signs of pain. She spoke the name of 
her mother, though uot as if to call her. 
Perhaps she knew her mother was too 
far away to come in time. But she look¬ 
ed up at Dan as ho stood at the bedside 
almost blinded by tears and a strange 
light was in her face. She was not 
bountiful in life, bnt as she lay there in 
the very grasp of death sho had a beauty 
not of earth. She put out her poor little 
browu hand to Dan. He took it and 
folded it caressingly in both of his. 
Love is stronger than death. Sho looked 
intently ut him with a soft smile on her 
lips and a tender light in her eyes as 
sho whispered to him in her nutive 
tongue: “Yekeahway ’hntt kookanah 
eatigh” (I am happy to die for you). 
Then tho ligltf faded from her face, and 
tho little browu liuud lay limp and 
nerveless in Dan’s. Sho was dead.— 
VVurreu Truitt iu Detroit Free Press.

Tropical Downpours. 

The intensity of genuine tropical rain¬ 
fall is extraordinary. Tho rain appears 
to come down, not in separate drops, 
but in great sheets. Iu Darwin’s “Voy¬ 
age of the Beagle," writing of a heavy 
shower, amounting to l.(i inches iu six 
hours, which occurred during his stay 
iu tho neighborhood of Rio de Janeiro, 
the author describes the sound produced 
by the drops falling on the innumerable 
leaves of the forest us very romurkuble 
and says the noise wus like the rushing 
of a great bo<ly of water and could be 
heard at a distance of a quarter of a 
mile. Dumpier gives a lively picture of 
the rain at Goi^oniu, off tho coust of 
Paiianm, where, he says, when he aud 
his men were drinking chocolate in the 
open air, it rained so heavily thut some 
of them declared they could uot empty 
their calabashes, for they could uot 
drink up the wuter as fast as it fell into 
them. In many parts of the tropies ruin 
is a remarkably regular phenomenon 
At Rio de Janeiro it is said that it used 
to be the fashion* in invitations for the 
afternoon to state whether the guests 
wore to assemble before or after the 
thunderstorm which came on regularly 
every day at a particular hour. 

At the government cinchona planta¬ 
tions iu Jumuicu, on Dec. 21, 1885, 
11.80 inches of ruin fell in 24 hours, 
but this measurement does not imlicute 
the total full, us a gauge wheu read at 
the usual hour of 7 u. in. was found 
full und overflowing. It is probable that 
unless cure is tuken to prevent this oo- 
curiug wuny very heavy falls uru uot 
fully measured. On the crest of the 
Blue mouutttillS, ou the same planta¬ 
tions, 21.50 inches fell in one week, of 
which three days were fine.—lientle- 
uiuii’u Magazine.

CHINESE GORDON. 


The Famous Kiiglisliinnn’s Resignation nnd 

Prophetic Message to the Klieillve. 

A correspondent writing to The Scot¬ 
tish American says: Ono chilly morn¬ 
ing nt Suez, iu tho winter of 1879-80, 

I received a message from Colonel Gor¬ 
don. Ho had just landed from Suakin, 
and wished to see me. I found him seat¬ 
ed iu a room at the old Suez hotel, with 
his black secretary and trusty factotum, 
Mohammed El Tohamy, and a few 
friends, including the governor of the 
town. 

Poor Mohammed El Tohamy, who was 
destined to see his master fall at Khar¬ 
tum and probably shared his fate, was 
looking cold and miserable, nnd I no¬ 
ticed he was sipping some hot mixture 
of which the aroma did uot seem fam¬ 
iliar. 

Ou my entering, Gordon exclaimed: 

“I have resigned the governor gen¬ 
eralship of tho Sudan and am return¬ 
ing to England. The khedive’s ministers 
dared to send me instructions, nnd so I 
have resigned. Now, tell me honestly, 
what will the world say of my work 
in the Sndan after the years I have 
spent there? What is tho apparent re¬ 
sult?” 

I said something to the effect that his 
name would live and be remembered. 

“Aye,” he rejoined, “but what visible 
trace remains of my exile aud labor? It 
is now God’s will that I should abandon 
my task, and there is absolutely noth¬ 
ing to show—nothing for the world to 
gaze at except”—ho added this with a 
curious smile and pointing to the shiv¬ 
ering son of the tropics nt tho other side 
of the table—“except, perhaps, that I 
have taught my Mohammedan secretary 
vO drijpk hot toddy at 10 in the morn¬ 
ing-” . -Tin- 

Certainly Gordon's work Wns Hot in¬ 
tended for show. At Alexandria he had 
an audience with the late khedive, 
Tewflk Pasha, at which he tendered his 
resignation, and then, removing his fez, 
the badge of allegiance, addressed some 
words of stirring advice to his highness, 
“as from an independent English gen¬ 
tleman. ” Before embarking for Europe 
Gordon wrote a famous telegram to the 
khedive—“Meno, Mono, Tokel, Uphar- 
sin”—which was shown to me aud to 
the correspondent of a great Loudon 
newspaper, but it is a question whether 
it was ever dispatched from Malta. In 
iny case, it was curiously prophetic. 
Within two years the Sudan was in 
open revolt and Egypt under foreign 
control. 

Roth Averse to Interference. 

At tho corner of Fourth avenue aud 
Smithfield street a lady from Glenwood 
entered u crowded outgoing car. The 
conductor kuew who she was, and that 
she resided iu Glenwood. Ho suspected 
that she had made a mistake, aud that 
she thought she was ou a Second avenue 
car, so ho crowded np the aisle and po¬ 
litely inquired: 

“Where are yon going, lady?” 

“That’s my business,” she tartly re¬ 
plied. 

The conductor said uothiug more, und 
the car sped along through the dark, 
crossing tho Monongahela through tho 
covered Tenth street bridge and rapidly 
putting space between it and Glenwood. 
When it entered the big Knoxville in¬ 
cline elevator aud stopped, nobody said 
a word. After a minute’s wait up the 
precipice it started, leaving the spar¬ 
kling electric lights far below. 

“My goodness,” screamed the Glen- 
wood woman to the conductor, “where 
is this car going?” 

“That’s my business,” dryly replied 
the conductor.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

The service in Trinity churoh Sunday 
afternoon, whioh was conducted in ac¬ 
cordance with the ritual of the Templar 
order, was an impressive exhibition of 
its purpose to associate with the work 
of moderu humauitarianism the tradi¬ 
tional associations of the aucient 
chivalry.

Frank Aubrey Went 800 Mile* on Horse¬ 
back In Lew* Thun Mix l»ay*. Heating a 
Previous Hide, anil Won 915,000 on tlm 
Two Trip*—Killed In n Itrawl. 

Not long ugo tho writer had occasion 
to visit western Missouri. Among one 
of the traditions of the 1 :'lo city of In¬ 
dependence, which nvil the days of the 
railroad was the ci.stern terminus of 
tho Santa Fe trail, the following story 
was told: 

In the old days of tho Santa Fe trail 
tho freighters made one ronud trip u 
Reason. Tho Americans very generally 
wintered at Independence, while the 
Mexican traders naturally put in the 
same season at the town of Santa Fe. 
In tho spring the teams were made up, 
tho wagons loaded, and tho long cara¬ 
vans of prairie sohoonerH, with their 
white tilts and from 5 to 15 yoke of 
oxen, begun moving out on their long 
voynge across the plains. 

As was stated, these outfits made only 
one round trip per season, the Mexicans 
getting rid of their freight at Independ¬ 
ence some time along in midsummer 
und loading up again for Sunta Fe, 
while the Americans threw off their 
first load at Sunta Fe and reloaded again 
for Independence. 

Along in the late forties an energetic 
character named Frank X. Anbrey camo 
from New York to Independence, 
bought a lot of teams und started into 
business us u freighter. Such was his 
push and vim that he made two trips a 
season, starting nut from Independence 
iu the early spring and winding up his 
second round trip at thut point rather 
lnte in the fall. Anbrey piled up a grout 
deni of money ut the business and set 
such nn energetic example that he was 
soon recognized as a leader. 

With all his business thrift and vigor 
Anbrey was also wlint one might call 
a sporting character.” The distance 
from Santa Fe to Independence was 
about 800 miles. Oue day while dis¬ 
cussing freiglitiug and the length of 
time it ought to take to cover the dis- 
touce between Independence aud Santa 
Fe Aubrey made the rather bold asser¬ 
tion that he could start nloue oil a sin¬ 
gle horse and push through to Independ¬ 
ence in eight days himself. 

A dispute arose, and the result was 
that Aubrey offered to wager $5,000 
that ho could start ou a thoroughbred 
horse he had, of unusual speed and bot¬ 
tom, and with the liberty to buy such 
horses as ho might need ou the way, aud 
so remonut himself as often as ho had u 
chance, aud be in Independence at the 
stago station in less than eight days of 
24 hours each from the time ho left 
Santa Fe. Tho money was covered aud 
the wager made. 

Aubrey sturtod and was iu Independ¬ 
ence, Mo., in just 7 days aud 10 hours 
from the time ho said goodby to Santa 
Fo. He had remounted himself twice. 

Then a second wager was made. The 
parties who had lost tho $5,000 with the 
bold New Yorker, after considerable 
dickering, managed to niako a wager of 
$10,000 a side with Aubrey. This time 
he was to go from Santa Fe to Independ¬ 
ence, a run of 800 miles, iu six days. 

It was at tho best season of the year. 
There were no rains, while the grass 
was good ami the truil as hard as a 
pavement. Aubrey had tho same liberty 
to remount himself as ofteu as he came 
upon a horse that he preferred to his 
own. But ho was uot permitted to ar¬ 
range relays or post horses iu advance 
along the trail. Indeed ho bud no time 
wherein to make these arrangements 
even if ho had desired to and they lmd 
been allowed. 

He started out of Santa Fe tho even¬ 
ing of a Jimo day. It was Sunday. The 
Mexicans lookiug on argued success to 
tho daring rider from tho holy character 
of the day. All he lmd with him us 
provender was a little dried beef. He ex¬ 
pected to get food at the stage statious 
along the trail. Saturday afternoon of 
the same week he rode into the public 
square at Independence, winning the 
race by five hours. He was just 5 days 
uud 19 hours ridiug tho 800 miles, aud 
hud used 11 horses. Ho had had two 
brushes with Iudiaus, and had beeu 
chased by them at tho Cimmaron cross- 
iug of tho Arkansas, and again at Paw¬ 
nee Rock. Ho escaped, however, with 
uothing worse than au arrow through 
his arm. 

It is related that when he slipped 
from tho saddle at Independence ho 
hadn’t slept a wink for 5(1 hours. By¬ 
standers asserted that he was sound 
asleep tho instant he touched the ground. 
Aubrey wus carried into the hotel und 
put to bed, und never opened his eyes 
ugain until Monday morning about 2 
o’clock. Ho then came around as t'resli 
us a daisy und us hungry as u wolf. He 
routed out tho cook of the hotel, made 
him come down to the kitchen und cook 
him something to eat.

The First Engraving. 

It is a very odd fact that we have no 
authenticated portrait of Cicero. This 
will bo surprising news to most people, 
for more busts aud statues are assigued 
to him tlniu to auy "Roman of them 
all,” excepting the Ciesars, bnt anti¬ 
quarian critics reject them all nowa¬ 
days. They may be true, but there is no 
evidence. Wo may feel a comfortable 
certainty, however, that tho familiar 
face aud figure are correct. Cicero would 
not be restrained by indolence or mod¬ 
esty from sitting as ofteu as ho was ask¬ 
ed. Every gentleman who took pride iu 
his library would have the great man's 
bust iu its place among the other au¬ 
thors, for such was tho fashion. 

There was another fashion of the kind 
much more iuterestiug. Wo are used to 
class engravings among the modern arts. 
But the Romans had u method of insert¬ 
ing tho likeness of u writer in his book, 
which, to say the least, served the pur¬ 
pose of engraving. Martial aud Seneca 
aud Cicero allude to it. The invaluable 
Pliny gives a clear statement, bnt ho 
does not seem to have understood the 
process. * * By some means or other, * ’ 
says he, "Marcus Varro introduced the 
portraits of 700 individuals iu his nu¬ 
merous books, us he could uot bear the 
idea that all trace of their features 
should be last.” These illustrations 
were reproduced somehow, for "not only 
did Varro confer immortality”—upon 
the author’s features — "but also he 
transmitted them to all parts of the 
earth, so that anywhere it might be pos¬ 
sible to see them.” Pliny calls this a 
"most blessed invention,” and if it 
were uot engraving, what could it have 
beeu? The learned have beeu inquiring 
aud debating for 300 years, but they 
will never ugree. Any day, however, 
Hercnlauonm may yield some old papy¬ 
rus which will decide the question.— 
Loudon Standard.

A long resi 
deuce ut tho south and a study of vari¬ 
ous dialects have somewhat affected her 
pronunciation., “If Miss French were a 
foreigner,” a Now England poet re¬ 
marked, “I should call her speech au 
aeeout,” but I huveheurd the same pro¬ 
nunciation iu old Virgiuiuu uiul Mary¬ 
land families.

The Society of Commer¬ 
cial und Industrial Economy of Paris 
holds that the working people have been 
enfeebled aud made more liable to dis¬ 
ease as u result of this limitation of 
their food supply. In other words, by 
excluding our incuts ou false pretenses 
France is punishing herself as well us

RETAIL BIRD DEALERS. 

Extensive Trade Carried In New York 
Alninot Exclusively o> Hermann. 

Now York city’s extensive trade in 
singing birds is carried on almost ex¬ 
clusively by Germans. Not only have 
they a virtual monopoly of this very 
profitable business, but, furthermore, a 
very large part of the bird importations 
come from Germany direct. The trndo 
is chiefly with southern Germany. The 
mast plausible explanation of the prom¬ 
inence of Germans in this business is the 
fact that, above all other qualities, it 
requires patience nnd kindness, two nt- 
tribntes in which Germans, and especial¬ 
ly German women, excel. 

There is in New York a very largo 
trndo in canary birds, and during the 
period when a larger share of the na- j 
tion’s commerce was carried on in sail¬ 
ing ships than is the case now parrots 
and cockatoos were dealt in. extensively, 
though nowadays they have somewhat 
gone out of vogue. Much enro is neces¬ 
sary in the business of looking after 
birds, for they are subject to many ail¬ 
ments which must constantly be pro¬ 
vided against, and without tho exercise 
of great care the entire stock of the 
dealer might lie swept away in a short 
time. The retail bird business does not 
require a very largo capital. The loss of 
birds by illness is the chief danger to be 
provided against, not the indifference of 
purchasers, for these are never lacking 
in New York. The ordinary price of a 
singing canary is from $1.50 to $2. 75. 

The age attained by birds varies con¬ 
siderably—from 8 to 100 years—these 
being tho maximum ages: Wren, 8 
years; thrush, 10; robin, 12 ; blackbird, 
12; goldfinch, 15; partridge, 15; pheas¬ 
ant, 15; lark, 18; nightingale, 18; pi¬ 
geon, 20; linnet, 28 ; canary, 24; crane, 
24; peacock, 24; sparrow, 40; pelican, 
50; parrot, 00; crow, swan and eagle, 
100 years. There is much less demand 
for birds for ornithological displays in 
museums in tho United States than ill 
Europe, and one reason given in ex¬ 
planation of this is the fact that tho 
ihuseums of most European capitals nre 
maintained at the public qxpeuge, with¬ 
out private contributions or the heed 
of hny, whereas in the Uni tod States 
tho appropriations for "menagerie and 
museum purposes are, generally speak¬ 
ing, inadequate and have to bo eked out 
by private contributions. The annual 
appropriation for tho menagerie in Cen¬ 
tral park, including necessary repairs to 
tho buildings, is only $30,000. Many of 
tho animals in the park, and somo of 
tho birds, are lent by private individ¬ 
uals. What is true of New York city in 
this regard is substantially true of the 
other big cities of the United States, 
and so the market for rare birds rests 
chiefly upon tho purchases of private in¬ 
dividuals.—New York Sun.

TOM MOORE’S FIRST SWEETHEART. 

She Was the Heroine of His “Mary, I Be¬ 
lieved Thee True.” 

To tho'*present generation the name 
of Mary Duff is known only by tradition 
and by Moore’s poem, says Edward Bok 
in Tho Ladies' Homo Journal. Yet her 
career reads like a romance. It was in 
London that she was born, in 1794. Her 
christened name was Mary Ann Dyke. 
When she was scarcely 15, she was 
known far and wide as ouo of the most 
beautiful girls of tho neighborhood. Her 
poverty led her to adopt the stage as a 
profession, and she nnd her two sis¬ 
ters, also of great beauty, became dan¬ 
cers at tho Dublin theater, where their 
singular grace, comeliness of face and 
person attracted immediate attention 
and admiration. Whenever the Dyke 
sisters appeared, the theater would bo 
thronged. And Mury seemed to be tho 
favorite of the trio. 

It wns the fashion of the time at Kil 
kenny for gentleman amateurs to give 
annual public performances for the ben 
efit of the poor of the city, and it wus 
on one of these occasions, when tho as 
sistonce of professional ladies from Dub¬ 
lin was invoked, that Thomas Moore, 
the Irish poet, w’as introduced to Mary 
Dyke and immediately fonnd himself 
passionately in love with her. It was in 
tho play, “Fortune’s Frolic.” that Tom 
Mooro personated Robin Roughheud and 
Mary Dyke Nancy. 

Tho Irish poet became Mary Dyke’: 
very shadow, and after awhile ho pour¬ 
ed forth his great love for her and offer 
ed her his hand and heart. But, for 
somo reason, the beautiful Mary did not 
reciprocate the wealth of affection thus 
offered her, and she rejected him. It 
was this which led Moore to return to 
his room, and in the midnight hour pen 
his celebrated love song, beginning 
“Mury, I believed thee true.”
